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LINSEED OIL AND ITS SUBSTI- 
TUTES. 
With the first signs of healthy recov- 
ery in the price of linseed oil from the 
abnormally low level at which it has 


remained during the past twelve 
months or more, the suggestion is 
made that crushers are in danger of 


straining values to the point where the 
consumers of their product will employ 
its substitutes. The suggestion just 
now would seem to be altogether pre- 
nature, if there were, at any time, dan- 
ger of linseed oil being displaced in 
its chief outlets by any form of substi- 
tute that has thus far been offered. 
The table of comparative prices print- 
ed in the Reporter some months ago 
showed that for twenty-five years— 
from 1872 to 1896 inclusive—the average 
price of linseed oil had been below 40 
cents in only one year, and that was 
1896. Previous to that year there had 
been few and brief periods when the 
lowest price was below that figure, 
while the highest point was below 50 
cents only in two other years, they be- 
ing 1886 when oil did not go above 4éc., 
and 1892, when 48c. was the top figure. 

The conditions by which the low 
prices of the last two years have been 
forced, have been abnormal in every 
respect. Not only has industrial de- 
pression naturally brought down the 
price of oil in common with other com- 
modities, but this tendency has been 
emphasized by the form of competi- 
tion which has prevailed in the busi- 
ness, and by the excessive domestic 
production of seed. The latter is a 
comparatively new element in the sit- 
uation, and while it is difficult to fir a 
normal value for this crop, it is fair 
to assume that the heavy production of 
the past two years is not to be ex- 
pected hereafter, on any such basis of 
prices as have existed during that 
_period unless other agricultural staples 
fall far below the levels which it is 
reasonable to regard as their normal. 
To assume, therefore, that future con- 
ditions will warrant such prices on 


seed or oil as have been maintained for 
the past eighteen months, is not un- 
reasonable, and to regard oil at 40 cents 


or thereabouts as high enough to spe- 
cially encourage the use of its substi- 
tutes is to disregard history. 


But there is a still more potent rea- 
son why little consideration need be 
given to this contingency, and that is 
that there are no substitutes for lin- 
seed oil, in the uses to which it is 
chiefly applied. There has never been 
a time, within the recollection of any 
one now in the business, when some 
form of substitute has not been offered 
as a paint oil, but none of these com- 
pounds has ever seriously menaced the 
prosperity of the linseed crusher. 
Wherever a drying oil is required lin- 
seed has held its supremacy and, so 
far as any scientific achievements thus 
far announced would indicate, it is 
likely to hold its place for a long time 
to come. The drying properties which 
are artificially imparted to corn oil 
render it useful to some extent in chan- 
nels to which linseed oil is probably 
better adapted, and it is possible that 
at a wide difference in price the for- 
mer would be employed; but the old 
product has advantages which out- 
weigh any question of comparative 
cost, in the uses which consume a very 
large proportion of the annual output. 
It is as a competitor of cottonseed, 
rather than linseed that corn oil will 
first assume importance, because it has 
already been recognized as a valuable 
soap material, and doubtless possesses 
other characteristics which will adapt 
it to some of the finer uses of the cot- 
ton product. None of the other alleged 
substitutes for linseed oil, which are 
formed by the compounding of other 
oils, has yet risen to a position of im- 
portance, and such a discrepancy in 
price as would engender serious compe- 
tition, outside of the cheapest paints, 
from this class of possible substitutes 
is not yet conceivable. It is apparent, 
therefore, that those who are speculat- 
ing upon the probable stability of 
prices upon linseed oil, may safely dis- 
miss the competition of so-called sub- 
stitutes as factors in their calculations. 
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LOW PRICE FOR AMERICAN 
SAFFRON. 

The market for American saffron has 
again become a source of amusement 
to the trade, as the price is now quite 
below cost, and with one exception 
never was so low as it is to-day. The 
exception was in October, 1887, when 
the same figure as that ruling to-day 
was quoted, which is twelve cents per 
pound. In most lines of merchandise it 
it quite unusual to quote much below 
cost, especially on an article of which 
the annual volume of business is so 
small as is that of American saffron. 
Conditions are different in this market, 
however, and for several years it has 
not been influenced to any great ex- 
tent by the law of supply and demand, 
but has been manipulated mainly by 
one concern, Two years ago, as will be 
remembered by those interested, an- 
other concern took a hand in the game, 
but since then the market has been left 
practically to itself, and it has declined 
steadily from 23 cents, last December, 
to 12 cents last week. 

It is not easy to analyze the situation, 
inasmuch as it is not permitted man to 
view his neighbors’ mental processes. A 
number of views have been expressed 
as to the cause of the present anomaly, 
and the one most in favor is that those 
who have practically no stock or a 
comparatively small quantity, are mak 
ing the market for those who are car- 
rying liberal supplies, which they pur- 
chased at prices materially higher than 
the quotation of to-day. Another view 
is that an attempt is being made to 
bear the market, in order to replenish 
supplies. It does not seem probable 
that the price can go any lower, in 
spite of the large supply, owing to the 
high cost of the spot stock, and the 
fact that the bulk of it is held by those 
who are unwilling to make sacrifices 
on an article of so little consequence. At 
the same time, subsequent events may 
prove that some dealers are still will- 
ing to cut into the profits of past years 
in this article in order to make the sit- 
uation somewhat interesting to the 
holders of high-cost goods. The annual 
consumption is said to be about 20,000 
pounds. There is no stock in the hands 


of importers, dealers having purchased 
the receipts thus far this year, which 
amounted to about 37,000 pounds and 
12,500 pounds, which have been carried 
by an importer for several months, The 
stock is, therefore, ample for all pur- 
poses for over one year. 


> 


LARD OIL IMPROVING. 


The conditions affecting or influenc- 
ing the market price of lard oil are not 
merely the cost of lard and the de- 
mand for oil, otherwise the price 
would advance in proportion to the ad- 





vance of lard. It is now about a 
month since the Chicago market for 
lard has kept above four cents per 


pound, yet the oil has been slow to re- 
spond, and it has been only during the 
past week, when an improved demand 
was developed, that pressers have seen 
fit to advance their quotations. Among 
the influences which have helped to 
retard the appreciation of the oil have 
been the better prices obtainable for 
stearine, which has advanced fully one 
cent per pound, while the increase in 
the price of lard has been about one- 
half cent per pound during the same 
time. The higher price and improved 
demand for stearine have enabled 
pressers to sell the oil at a compara- 
tively low figure, although it is not be- 
lieved there had been any undue ac- 
cumulation of oil, and now that the 
demand for the latter shows improve- 
ment, prices are hardening, and an ad- 
vance may be looked for, which is war- 
ranted by the higher price of lard. 

The stocks of lard have been dimin- 
ishing of late, and they were, on Aug. 
1, 17,000 tierces smaller than a month 
previous, while, compared with the 
same date of last year, there is shown 
a decrease of 47,000 tierces. This gives 
encouragement to the belief that the 
price will not soon again fall below 
444 cents per pound, and an advance in 
the oil based on that price would likely 
be permanent, or at least not soon dis- 
turbed by extreme variations in the 
price of lard, such as have unsettled 
the market for oil during the first half 
of the present year. 
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CONTROLLING RETAIL PRICES. 


A prominent Western concern, which 
holds membership in both the National 
Wholesale Druggists’ Association and 
the Proprietary Association, has lately 
been to much pains and expense in 
formulating a plan by which retailers 
may be protected in the sale of patent 
medicines, and in promulgating the 
same preparatory to a movement for 
its adoption by the trade. The plan is 
based upon what the committee in 
charge deemed the most practical sug- 
gestions contained in a large number 
of papers submitted in competition for 
prizes amounting to $500, which the 
public-spirited originators of the 
scheme offered. We print the plan on 
another page of this issue, and regret 
that we have not room for the report 
accompanying it, in which the commit- 
tee, after throwing any number of bou- 
quets at the patent-medicine man in 
general as the residuary legatee of the 
therapy of “our grandmothers,’”’ mor- 
alizes through seven octavo pages of 
solid “long primer,” upon department 
stores, co-operative manufacturing, 
pharmaceutical journals, and various 
kinds of things. But the committee 
finally gets down to its plan which, 
considering the fact that it represents 
the combined wisdom of four gentle- 
men experienced in different branches 
of the trade, aided by suggestions from 
all sorts and conditions of men, we 
must confess to having read with a 
good deal of disappointment. It throws 
upon manufacturers an amount of 
labor which, at the outset, renders it 
impractical, and, moreover, involves an 
amount of machinery which is un- 
necessary and objectionable. Under its 
provisions a manufacturer must pack 
specially for each jobber the goods to 
be furnished in his orders, and must 
stamp a special number or other mark 
upon the goods intended for each job- 
ber. The practical objections to this 
method did not, perhaps, impress itself 
upon the committee, but they would 
seem to be obvious to men of experi- 
ence, or even observation. But this is 
only a single feature out of a number 
which strike us as having never been 


designed for practical work, and it 
would almost appear that the commit- 
tee designed its plan rather as a grace- 
ful compliance with the conditions of 
its appointment than a practical 
scheme for the control of prices on 
patent medicines. The Reporter  be- 
lieves that it is possible for manufac- 
turers to control prices, and that they 
have the legal right to do so has been 
established by numerous decisions. But 
the means by which it may be done 
have not yet been put into force in the 
drug trade, nor do they appear to us 
to be suggested in any of the plans 
which we have seen as a result of the 
prize-offer referred to. The substance 
of what was known as the “Detroit 
plan,” if extended to the retail trade, 
offers a more practical solution of the 
cut-rate problem than any other that 
has been offered, but it is opposed by 
its principal beneficiaries because it 
withholds from them temporarily the 
profits which, without some effective 
means for their protection, will soon 
be wholly dissipated. 
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Absurd Trade Discounts. 


The ridiculous complex System of 
Single, double, triple, quadruple, quin- 
tuple, and even in some cases sextuple 
discounts from printed price-lists now 
prevailing in some trades where com- 
petition is keen has reached a height 
of absurdity which it is hard to be- 
lieve can actually exist in any business 
conducted by sane persons. In the gas 
pipe trade, for example, “57 per cent. 
oft the price-list’’ may seem to the un- 
initiated quite.a liberal discount; but 
there are “‘trailers’’ added to this, like 
knots on a kite’s tail, increasing in 
number according to the size of the or- 
der and the standing of the customer. 

“Fifty-seven per cent. and six tens 
oft” is a familiar quotation in this 
trade; and as we presume that the ma- 
jority of our readers will not under- 
stand the meaning of this technical 
phraseology, we will do the arithmet- 
ical sum for their benefit. Thus an ar- 
ticle is listed perhaps at one dollar; 57 
per cent. off leaves 43 cents net; 10 per 
cent. off of 43 cents leaves 38.7 cents; 
10 per cent. off 38.7 cents leaves 34.83 
cents; 10 per cent. off 34.83 cents leaves 
31.35 cents; 10 per cent. off 31.35 cents 
leaves 28.22 cents; 10 per cent off 28.22 
cents leaves 25.40 cents; 10 per cent. off 
of 25.40 cents leaves 22.86—the net price 
of the article! 

The Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter, 
in its latest issue, in discussing the 
condition of the plate-glass trade, says: 
“It is not believed that there is much 


profit in selling at the present low 
price of 90 per cent. off the list.” Fur- 
ther on we read: “It is thought by 


some people interested in the business 
that the end is not yet, and that 90 and 
10 per cent. will be reached before the 
war is over.’’ Discounts of “80 and 20 
and 10” per cent, are allowed by man- 
ufacturers of steel screws, and were 
it not for fear of confusing our readers, 
we might penetrate still deeper into 
this maze of discounts. 

What is the explanation of such 
seemingly puerile, or rather imbecile, 
proceedings? There appears to be @ 
magic charm in discounts. The cus- 
tomer is supposed to believe, and often 
does, that for some occult reason the 
seller is giving him peculiar favors. 
No matter how transparent the trick 
may be, the purchaser seems to be in- 
capable of penetrating it; he is hypno- 
tized by the mystic charm of the sex- 
tuple discount. This is the more re- 
markable when we reflect that the 
purchaser is, perhaps, also a manufac- 
turer engaged in playing the same 
game himself. One obvious result of 
this method of transacting business is 
to wipe out the small traders, who can- 
not obtain the sextuple discounts which 
large dealers insist upon. The discount 
system has penetrated almost every 
trade, from the selling of ponderous 
power punches to little pills; and the 
only advantage of a printed price-list 
is to beguile the uninitiated retail pur- 
chaser into the belief that he is secur- 
ing a bargain when he buys an article 
at a cost less than the printed price- 
list. 

A few years ago, before the depart- 
ment stores embraced so wide a range 
of sales, the book publishers sold books 
at retail often at the full list price, 
and the catalogue with prices attached 
was conspicuously displayed and con- 
sulted for the purchaser’s benefit. If 
the purchaser, however, “knew the 
ropes” he could always obtain at least 
10 per cent. discount, and often a great 
deal more than this. Now the pur- 
chaser is relieved of the necessity of 
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this counter-play by purchasing the 
book at a fixed price at a department 
store. When the department stores 
first began to sell books the retail pur- 
chasers could actually obtain new 
books cheaper at their counters than 
by buying directly from the publishers. 
Book publishers do not now seem to 
be able to meet the competition of ri- 
val retail sellers of their own products, 
and are giving up the attempt. It is 
evident that trade discounts have at- 
tained such a height of absurdity that 
the whole system has become top- 
heavy, and is liable to fall at any mo- 
ment.—Philadelphia Record.

A Plan to Stop Cat Prices on Pat- 
ent Medicines, 


Some months ago the Pabst Brewing 
Company offered prizes aggregating 
$500, “for the best plan to be submitted 
by members of the retail drug trade, 
for preventing the cutting of prices on 
proprietary articles.’’ There being no 
single plan which was regarded as 
wholly satisfactory, the company di- 
vided the $500 between the contribu- 
tors of the best four papers, as fol- 
lows: First prize, $250, F. M. Goodman, 
McHenry, Ill.; second prize, $150, C. H. 
Waterman, Ravena, Ohio.; third prize, 
$50, J. D. Murray, Center Hall, Pa.; 
fourth prize, $50, J. J. Sourwine, Es- 
canaba, Mich. All of the competing 
papers were thereupon referred to a 
committee of four, consisting of F. M. 
Goodman, winner of the first prize and 
professor of materia medica, etc., Uni- 
versity of Illinois; Peter Van Schaack, 
wholesale druggist, Chicago; Albert E. 
Ebert, retail druggist, Chicago, and 
Joseph R. Kathrens, Milwaukee, repre- 
senting the manufacturers. The com- 
mittee submitted an extended report, 
after a careful reading of the papers, 
which, it says, “came from all parts of 
the United States except Alaska, from 
old patriarchs whose names have been 
familiar to us for many years, from 
the youngest entered apprentice still 
located in the northeast corner, from 
manufacturers of patent medicines, 
from wholesale dealers, from proprie- 
tors who have tried a scheme, from 
large cutters, from small cutters, from 
department’ stores, from disgusted 
tradesmen, from heart-broken pharma- 
cists, and from satisfied dealers.”” The 
report is an interesting review of the 
situation, but its most important fea- 
ture is the plan which the committee 
prepared from the suggestions of all 
competitors, or at least from such as 
it believed to be at all practical. The 
result is as follows: 


THE COMMITTEE’S PLAN. 


The Proprietors’ Association is to agree 
upon some thoroughly capable person not 
engaged in manufacturing, but convers- 
ant or familiar with pharmacy in the 
three branches, manufacturing, jobbing 
and retailing—a broadly intelligent man- 
ager and pretor. 

All manufacturers, whether great or 
small, regardless of any existing organ- 
ization, are requested to give their active 
and moral support, by filling out a blank 
form, on honor, to carry instructions con- 
veyed to them by said pretor. 


The pretor shall adopt a number or 
combination of letter and number for 
each and every wholesale druggist. This 
list of emblems he will furnish each mem- 


The wrapper of each quarter dozen 
shall be marked with the highest number 
contained, thus affording a package num- 
ber. 

The highest package number shall be 
marked on the case, constituting the case 
number. 

Manufacturers must bill all goods to 
wholesale dealers by case number, 

They must refuse all orders from firms 
or individuals not placed on the emble- 


matie list by the pretor, and the pretor 
will assign emblems only to wholesale 
druggists. 


Manufacturers will, until instructed to 
the contrary, furnish goods at a uniform 
price regardless of quantity purchased. 

We are aware that this is asking for the 
rejection of well-established business 
rules, but it does not necessarily follow 


| that because a rule has been adopted it 





is a good one, or that some other scheme 
might not be more advantageous. The 
difference in price thus gained to the 
manufacturer will enable him to deliver 
his goods, freight paid, so that the whole- 
sale price will be the same in Texas as 
in New York. 

if cutting in prices is reported to any 
manufacturer, he or they will report it at 
once to the pretor, who will request a 
bottle, box or package sent by express, 
and upon locating the wholesale dealer, 
will communicate with him, urging him to 
trace the goods after they left his hands, 
and unless fully satisfied with the sin- 
cerity of the wholesaler, said pretor will 
remove his emblem from the list and in- 
struct each and every manufacturer to 
cease sending goods to said wholesaler. 


Manufacturers will not accept any pro- 
vision of this plan till the pretor has sat- 
isfactory evidence of faithful and deter- 
mined allegiance on the part of pharm- 
acists. Manufacturers must regard whole- 
salers and retailers as their agents. 

The pretor will collect an annual fee of 
Seed dollars from each manufacturer, and 
will file a due and sufficient bond. 

Wholesale druggists are desirable as 
distributing agents, and this plan expects 
the National Wholesale Druggists’ Asso- 
ciation to appoint or elect a manager or 
pretor of the character, and as provided 
under Proprietors’ Association above 
mentioned, 

They shall indicate earnestness and 
fealty by filling an agreement with their 
pretor to carry out all orders from him 
to their utmost ability; to faithfully act 
as agnt for manufacturers, controlling 
the sale of their goods and confining them 
to their legitimate channel. 

Wholesalers must bill all goods by 
name and package number, and under no 
circumstances are they to open an orig- 
inal package. 

They will sell only to pharmacists and 
will control, as far as possible, their sup- 
ply by the known capacity of each. 

They may exchange goods with each 
other on such terms as they may make 
among themselves; provided, such sale 
or exchange does not release the firm 
whose emblem is displayed on the wrap- 
per, if such goods are subsequently found 
in the hands of cutters, 

Under the same conditions they may 
supply goods to country pharmacists 
through wholesale dealers, provided the 
name, location and registration number 
of said pharmacist is given. 

No goods, within the meaning of this 
plan, shall be furnished anyone not a 
pharmacist, except at full retail price; 
and npt to a pharmacist, if he is known 
to cut prices or to be in the employ of a 
firm who do; and, if a pharmacist reports 
to a wholesaler that goods bearing his 
emblem are on sale in a cutter’s estab- 
lishment he will proceed at once to trac- 
ing through whose hands the goods 
passed, report the same to the pretor, 
who will investigate the matter and di- 
rect all wholesalers to refuse the goods 
of all manufacturers to the guilty party, 
or if the pretor is satisfied the whole- 
saler is guilty, he will request the manu- 
facturers, through their pretor, to cease 
selling him goods of each and every man- 
ufacturer. 

The pretor shall*file a bond as provided 
for above, and shall collect a fee of.... 
dollars from each and every wholesaler. 
We suggest in this case also, the fee be 
as nominal as possible and the agreement 
be made an honor. 


Retailers.—As this clas is more numer- 
ous, and as a consequence more difficult 
to control, we hope to band them to- 
gether without an organization. Each 
man must be reached in his own shop and 
never asked to leave it. 


In the interest of the present move- 
ment one pharmacist in every village and 
town and several in larger cities, must 
agree to act as collector. Each will 
record the name and address of all the 
pharmacists who are willing to accept 
the agreement, and then send his own 
name and address, together with the 
number under his control, to one agree- 
ing to be collector for the county seat, 
who. in like manner, will report to one 
in the State capital, and these from the 
several States will report to one elected 
at a meeting of the Proprietors Associa- 


tion and National Wholesale Druggists’ 
Association as retail pretor. 

All pharmacists must agree on honor to 
carry out the instructions of their pretor 
conveyed to them by their respective 
collectors, 

They must maintain prices, not sell to 
cutters, report cases of cutting as soon 
as possible to their pretor, who will in- 
vestigate without fear or favor, and call 
upon the pretors of the wholesalers and 
the manufacturers for assistance in cut- 
ting off the supply of all goods to the 
offender, 

The retailers must pledge themselves 
to buy only of wholesale druggists. The 
retailer must not expect cutting to wholly 
cease, for department stores will cut more 
or less, even though they pay full retail 
price for the goods. 

The pretor will receive, through the col- 
fectors, an annual fee of ....dollars from 
each and every pharmacist, file a suffi- 
cient bond with the treasurer of the N. 
W. D. A. All funds collected shall be de- 
posited with the treasurer of the P. A., 
who will pay all bills and warrants that 
may be presented, properly indorsed by a 


pretor. 
Collectors and pretors will conduct their 


business by mail. Collectors will draw on 
pretors for postage expenses, Pretors 
will furnish all printed matter, forms, 
agreements, etc., and will draw salaries 
from the united fees, which becomes a 
general fund for the three branches. The 
three pretors are to constitute a Commit- 


tee of Last Appeal. 
Your committee would add: That they 


regard wholesalers and retailers as agents 
or carriers, just as an express company, 
who, for a fee, agrees to deliver certain 
goods when called for. That while we are 
at work on this subject we must seek and 
insist upon legislative assistance, com- 
pelling firms to sell all a person wants of 
any article advertised, at the advertised 
rice. 

PiWe would also ask manufacturers to 
state on their labels that genuine goods 
can be had only of pharmacists. 


Barbadoes Aloes. 


Referring to the recent communica- 
tion to the Reporter concerning bogus 
Barbadoes aloes, Messrs. Gilpin, Lang- 
don & Co. of Baltimore forward us @ 
copy of a letter received by them in 
March last in reply to an inquiry ad- 
dressed to the United States Consul at 
Barbadoes for the purpose of obtaining 
direct information, which should satis- 
fy those who were skeptical as to the 
statement that the exportation of aloes 
from Barbadoes had practically ceased. 
The letter is signed by George F. Tate, 
United States Consul, and is as fol- 
lows: 

“T have the honor to acknowledge re- 
ceipt of your letter of Feb. 20. There 
are no shipments now made of aloes 
from this port to the United States, or, 
to the best of my knowledge, any- 
where; thus any so-called Marbadoes 
aloes sold in the United States is of 
different origin. I am of opinion that 
it is to be regretted the cultivation of 
aloes here should have been allowed to 
lapse, as it appears to me that there isa 
market for it abroad.”

Siccatives. 


The chief requirements of a siccative, 
as desired by the consumer, are the 
following: (1) The linseed oil should 
not be rendered darker, or at least only 
very slightly so, by the dryer. (2) 
The drying agent should produce 
neither turbidness nor sediment in the 
oil. (3) The linseed oil to which the 
dryer has been added should dry very 
quickly, at most in twelve hours, gen- 
erally in eight hours or less. 

As a matter of fact, no siccative is 
capable of meeting more than two of 
these requirements at one time, no 
matter whether it be prepared in the 
old way or after the new method, and 
no amount of boastful claims on the 
part of advertisers will change this 
fact. 

Until about ten years ago only dry- 
ing materials such as litharge, minium, 
manganese, manganic hydrate, borate 
of manganese, etc., were employed for 
dryers, and it was the prevailing opin- 
ion that without boiling no varnish 
could be produced or linseed oil could 
be made to dry in a _ short time. 
This opinion is still adhered to by 
some, and Dr. Max Weger explains 
this as follows in the Zeitschrift fuer 
Angewandte Chemie (Journal of Ap- 
plied Chemistry): ‘‘As a general rule, 
rather uncertain and differing views 
are still prevailing as regards the 
formation of varnish, and in many 
cases the men in whose charge the 
manufacture rests possess only a very 
imperfect knowledge of chemistry, so 
that they are unable to correctly judge 
the raw materials. As a consequence, 
they tenaciously adhere to the old 
methods and recipes often bought at 
high prices. Furthermore, it is fre- 
quently doubted whether the new proc- 
ess is really cheaper. Finally, it is 
feared—and this is the most important 
point—that the new varnish may not 
be so good as that boiled according to 
the old recipes.” 

The innovation mentioned above, 
which made its appearance eight or 
ten years ago, consists of the so-called 
“soluble” siccatives, namely, mangan- 
ese and lead soaps of the resinous 
acids, of lineolic acid and even oleic 
acid and stearic acid, which, in contra- 
diction to the dryers formerly in use, 
are readily and entirely soluble at a 
comparatively low temperature in lin- 
seed, as well as in oil of turpentine. 
To produce varnish they may be either 
added direct to the linseed oil at 120 
deg. (248 deg. F.), or else they are first 
dissolved in oil of turpentine, and then 
this liquid siccative is stirred into the 
linseed oil without the use of heat. 

Both ways certainly enable one to 
save fuel, time and labor, and to op- 
erate with more convenience and less 
danger than formerly. Boiling over or 
ignition need no longer be feared. ‘‘No 
sediment, or only a very slight one, is 
formed, if the soluble drying prepara- 
tions are properly prepared, and finally 
a paler varnish can be obtained in 
consequence of the low temperature.” 

While the manufacture of varnish 
with the use of soluble siccatives is 
more convenient, quicker, less danger- 
ous and also cheaper, the most import- 
ant question still remains: Is_ the 
varnish prepared with the soluble dry- 
ing materials as good as that made 
with the old preparations? 

This question Weger answers in the 
affirmative. Much heating or any heat- 
ing at all, he declares to be entirely 
unimportant as regards the drying ca- 
pacity where soluble varnish prepara- 
tions are used. The same may only be 
of influence as regards the other prop- 
erties of varnish, such as consistency, 
odor and, perhaps, power of resistance, 
inasmuch as the varnishes prepared 
entirely by the cold method by means 
of soluble turpentine siccatives may be 
slightly lacking in some of these qual- 
ities. 

“But the varnishes prepared with 
soluble drying substances at low tem- 
peratures, viz., 120 deg. to 140 deg. (248 
deg. to 284 deg. F.) are in no respect 
inferior to those manufactured with 
litharge manganic hydrate, borates, 
etc., at high temperatures (the boiling 
point of linseed oil lies near 601 deg. 
F.); they even excel the latter in some 
points, f. i., bya paler color and slighter 
sediment, or entire absence of the lat- 
ter.” 

According to Weger, the soluble 
siccatives contain the following per- 
centages of metal: 

In the case of resinate of man- 
oes (protoxide) about 7.7 per cent. 

n. 

In the case of resinate of man- 
ganese (oxide) about 5.3 per cent. Mn. 

In the case of resinate of cad about 
2.40 per cent. Pb. 

In the case of lineoleate of man- 
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ganese (protoxide) about 8.9 per cent. 
Mn. 

In the case of lineoleate of man- 
ganese (oxide) about 6.1 per cent. Mn. 

In the case of lineoleate of cad, abdut 
26.9 per cent. Pb. 

These dryers, however, show dif- 
ferent behavior, according to their 
mode of production, whether they were 
produced by melting or by precipita- 
tion. 

The chief requirement which a solu- 
ble dryer is expected to melt, is entire 
solubility. The metal should be chem- 
ically bound to the organic acid, and 
not only partially suspended in the 
form of oxide or other. It is, there- 
fore, a mistake to take the total per- 
centage of mineral substances in a 
preparation as the gauge of its value, 
for if the soluble dryers are correctly 
employed, all mineral admixtures 
(oxide of manganese, peroxide of man- 





ganese, carbonate of manganese, 
caustic lime, carbonate of lime, etc.), 
such as are found in most products 


on the market, are not only perfectly 
worthless, since they remain inactive 
on account of the low temperature, but 
are absolutely detrimental, as they 
cause sediment and_turbidness. It 
solely depends upon the percentage of 
chemically fixed resinous or linoleic 
acids at a moderate temperature (120 
248 deg. F.—at most) in mineral 
substances soluble in linseed oil. The 
quantity of the latter can be controlled, 
since the solubility of the siccatives in 
ether or chloroform runs _ perfectly 
parallel with that in linseed oil, by 
solution in highly anhydrous ether or 


deg. 


in chloroform, in the case of drying 
preparations containing resinate of 


lead. 

Weger lays stress on the fact that of 
all mineral substances only lead com- 
pounds and manganese compounds 
the property of “transferring 
capacity,” and that all other 
metals, such as zine, copper, calcium, 
barium, iron, ete, are non-drying. 
Since zinc, lime and baryta resins are 
used in the manufacture of lacquer as 
a substitute for copal, it may occur 
that they are also employed, from 
ignorance or on account of deceptive 
advertising, for the production of pale 
varnishes; but these preparations he 
pronounces to be_ entirely worthless 
for this purpose, unless they should 
contain lead and manganese, besides 
lime and baryta. The lime, intentional- 
ly or unintentionally, added to some 
siccatives, therefore, is without any 
value; the copper soaps sometimes 
added are intended to render’ the 
varnish more suitable for marine uses 
and rust-preventative coatings. But, 
while it is useless and injurious on the 
one hand, if the siccative contains free 
mineral substances, it would not be 
suitable for the purpose, on the other 
hand, if mineral substances were lack- 
ing, and too much free oil or acid were 
present. Weger holds that the siccative 
is better the higher (in the absence 
of insoluble lead or manganese) its 
percentage of soluble parts of 
metal compounds is; in that case 


drying 


so 


much less is required to produce 
varnish, 

The usual dryers in the market 
seldom contain lead salt alone; cus- 
tomary are resinate of manganese, 


resinate of lead manganese, linoleate of 
manganese, and of lead manganese. 
Melted resinate of manganese (oxide) 
seldom shows more than 3.2 per cent. 
soluble manganese; precipitated resin- 
ate of manganese (protoxide) seldom 
more than 6 per cent., in exceptional 
cases 7 per cent. 

Good products of melted linoleate of 
manganese contain 9-9.5 even up to 
11 per cent. of soluble manganese; pre- 
cipitated ditto siccative is not placed 
on the market. The product most in 
use is melted resinate of lead, man- 
ganese, the proportion vf lead to man- 
ganese being 5:1, the same exhibits 8-9 
per cent. of soluble lead and 1.5-2 per 
cent. of soluble manganese. 

The soluble metallic compounds, how- 
ever, are seldom absent; it is always 
at the expense of the clear solubility, 
if one tries to raise the percentage of 
soluble drying substance in the sic- 
cative even slightly above the figures 
named here. In spite of this fact, such 
products surcharged with insoluble 
drying materials, such as_ pyrolusite, 
carbonate of manganese, etc., are fre- 
quently found in the market, while 
products containing too much free resin 
or linseed oil are not so often met with. 
“Insoluble oxides and free resin or 
linseed oil, however, do not preclude 
one another (with the melted prepara- 
tions). Most products on the market 
contain both.” 

Finally Weger gives directions for 
the production of good varnish. If the

These siccatives may be mixed di- 
rect to the linseed oil, heated to about 
120 to 150 degrees (248-302 degrees F.) 
at most; but with the melted prepara- 
tion it is best to first dissolve 1 part 
siccative in 2 parts linseed oil at about 
120 degrees (248 degrees F.) and to stir 
this extract into the remaining lin- 
seed oil. If it is desired to heat the 
linseed oil for the reasons mentioned 
above, this may be done, before or 
after adding the siccative, for two to 
five hours, generally allowing the air to 
act vigorously at the same time. 

In order to prepare varnish entirely 
by the cold process, use melted resin- 
ate of manganese, linoleate of man- 
ganese, and linoleate of lead-mangan- 
ese, which are dissolved in oil of ter- 
pentine in the proportion of 1 to 2 or

Still, it has been sufficient to induce the 
belief on the part of men experienced 
in the oil business that eventually the 
Texas field will be of fully as much im- 
portance as the Pennsylvania fields 
have been.

However, manufacturers 
look for an early improvement in trade 
and are not disposed to force business. 
Consequently the market maintains a 
steady tone and we have to repeat our

57c. for smaller lots, according to quan- 
tity. In American vermilion trade is 
quiet and prices unchanged. Artificial 
vermilion is in about the usual demand 
for the season, within the range of 
former quotations. English and Chi- 
nese’ are dull and nominal, the former 
being quoted at a range of 60c.@$1.25, 
as to brand and quantity, and the lat- 
ter at 70@75c.

Holders’ views are 
firm, and nothing less than the quo- 
tations can be done for either spot or 
forward delivery. We continue to 
quote 5@8c. for commercial, 9@12c. for 
medium, and 18@30c. for the better 
kinds, as to quality and quantity, with 
some extra grades held still higher.

BARYTES.—The movement is still 
comparatively light.

No. 2, with domestic at $15@16 for No. 
1, $12.50@13 for No. 2, and $9.50@10 for 
No. 3, with proportionately higher 
prices on extra floated grades. 

CHINA CLAY.—Spot stocks are well 
cleaned up, and with limited receipts 
at present from the other side the mar- 
ket is firm. The first large receipts un- 
der the new tariff are expected about 
the middle of September, but several 
small steamer lots are looked for in the 
interim. For stocks on the spot quota- 
tions, in the absence of important sup- 
plies, are somewhat nominal at $15@18 
for the better grades, $12@14.50 for me- 
dium and $10@12.50 for the lower 
grades, according to quantity and qual- 
ity. 

COBALT OXIDE.—The demand con- 
tinues light and prices are nominal, al- 
though we hear of nothing obtainable 
below the combination quotations.

TALC.—There is a fair jobbing busi- 
ness in progress, but little or no call at 
the moment for large lots. A steady 
feeling prevails and prices are un- 
changed at $1.50 for Italian, 80c.@$1.25 
for the better kinds of French and 80@ 
90c. for lower grades, according to 
quantity and quality. Domestic is quiet 
and unchanged. 

WHITING.—Trading is still confined 
within narrow limits, buyers showing 
no inclination to, except immediate 
wants of consumption; which, as usual 
at this season, are small. There has 
been no change in prices, the nominal 
quotations remaining at 35@40c. for 
commercial, 45@50c. for gilders’ and 50 
@55e. for extra gilders’, though it is 
probable that on large orders these fig- 
ures would be shaded.

LINSEED OIL.—The situation has 
materially changed in many important 
particulars since the date of last writ- 
ing. An advance of 7c. per gallon is 
to be noted, the market being quotably 
firm at 37c. In fact, there are no local 
offers heard at less than these figures 
for current business, although there 
are yet a few deliveries to be made on 
contracts already made at lower rates. 
With the seed market as it is at pres- 
ent, there appears to be little disposi- 
tion among crushers to undersell one 
another, and there can be no question 
that with seed at current rates oil is 
cheap at 37c. This idea seems to have 
formed a lodgment in the brain of buy- 
ers, the result being a marked improve- 
ment in demand. There is some dispo- 
sition to contract for future deliveries 
of oil at ruling quotations, but the gen- 
eral sentiment of crushers is against 
such a policy. In a word, the prevail- 
ing tone is strong, and decidedly more 
favorable to an advance than a decline. 

FLAXSEED.—The daily reports of 
the secretary of the Board of Trade 
show a slight increase (4,985 bushels) 
in receipts for the past six days, as 
compared with the week preceding, 
while shipments have so far fallen off 
as to be insignificant. During the cor- 
responding week of last year the re- 
ceipts were more than two and one- 
half time as great, while shipments 
amounted to more than a quarter of a 
million bushels. A comparison of the 
total movement of seed at this point 
for the three respective weeks indicat- 
ed is given in the subjoined tabular 
statement, which is compiled from the 


official postings:

The disproportion between receipts 
and shipments has resulted in an in- 
crease of 99,221 bushels in local stocks, 
as reported by the registrar at the be- 
ginning of the week, chiefly in No. 1 
seed, On the other hand, a decrease of 
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Chicago 


226,866 bushels is reported at Duluth, 
and of 5,971 bushels at Minneapolis. 
The net result in the Northwest, so far 
as regular elevators at these three cen- 
ters of distribution are concerned, is a 
decrease of 133,616 bushels for the week. 
As compared with the corresponding 
date of last year, the visible supply at 
Minneapolis and Duluth is somewhat 
less, while Chicago stocks are more 
than three times as great now as then. 
Total Northwestern visible stocks are 
642,849 bushels greater. About 11 per 
cent. of the seed in storage here is 
graded below No. 1; the percentage is 
probably lower at Duluth. The follow- 
ing table shows the relative stocks at 
the points named at the opening of the 
current week as compared with the 
week before and with one year ago.

Only 4,132 bushels have been inspected 
out, as compared with 141,677 bushels 
last week. For this extraordinary de- 
cline, however, there is a rational ex- 
planation. A large proportion of the 
Duluth stock is owntd by a leading 
Chicago concern, which finds it advan- 
tageous to ship from that point, which 
circumstance partially accounts for a 
reduction of over 225,000 bushels at the 
Minnesota point. More than a third of 
the flax inspected out here has been on 
“local” account, 1,456 bushels being of 
No. 1 Northwestern and 1,036 of No. 1. 
Considered on the whole, the week 
has been the most eventful one known 
for years in both the cash and specu- 
lative markets. Prices all around have 
fluctuated with a range of 9@l0c., the 
ups and downs of a single day covering 
a gap of 4@4%c. No. 1 Northern ad- 
vanced from 95%%c. to $1.05%, and closed 
within one-half cent of the outside. 
Ordinary No. 1 ranged upward from 
944%4c. to $1.04%, closing to-day at about 
$1.02%. Sales of cash seed, however, 
were only moderate, those reported on 
the floor of ’Change footing up only a 
dozen cars of Northwestern, some 48 
cars of No. 1 and a few cars of re- 
jected, the latter selling at 99c.@$1.02%. 
The cash buying appeared to be chief- 
ly on crushers’ account, nor did most of 
it seem to be intended for shipment. 
The speculative market has developed 
extraordinary activity and decidedly 
unexpected strength. Sales of some 
900,000 bushels of September seed are 
reported, with nearly or quite half a 
million of December. The former op- 
tion opened at 94%c., and after fre- 
quent rapid gyrations touched $1.05, 
but closed at $1.02% bid and _ $1.03 
asked. December ranged between 
9644c. and $1.06%, closing at some 2@ 
2%c. under ‘the outside. About 200,000 
bushels of September were exchanged 
for December delivery at 15%@2c. pre- 
mium for the latter. A little business 
for export has been done, but buyers 
for foreign shipment are generally in- 
clined to hold off. Crop reports are 
coming in more freely, but are far from 
being in all respects consistent. It 
would seem, nevertheless (on the pre- 
ponderance of authority), that cutting 
is going forward in Northern Iowa and 
Southern Minnesota, although thresh- 
ing has scarcely begun. It is also 
worth noticing that on two or three 
days there were received telegrams re- 
porting threatened frost in the North-

west, and so sensitive and unsettled 
has been the seed market that even 
vague rumors of this sort exerted a 
bullish influence. 

FLAXSEED AT DULUTH.—Receipts 
since Aug. 1 have been liberal as com- 
pared with the same period in 1896. 
The official report shows about 96,000 
bushels of arrivals since the beginning 
of the crop year, as against some 50,- 
000 bushels last year. Shipments also 
have shown a material gain, the re- 
spective figures being 358,000 and 248,- 
000 bushels. Closing quotations at Du- 
luth are reported as being $1.05 for cash 
seed, with September, October and De- 
cember deliveries on a parity at $1.04. 
A year ago to-day cash seed closed in 
the Duluth market at 66c. 

OIL CAKE.—Nominally the market 
may be said to have advanced $1 per 
tone in sympathy with the upward 
movement of seed. Crushers’ quota- 
tions are $19@19.50. In view of high 
rates for ocean freights, buyers on for- 
eign account are unwilling to pay these 
prices, and the result is a virtual stag- 
nation of business, crushers very 
naturally taking the position that on 
a rapidly rising seed market it would 
be poor policy to sacrifice the very 
small stocks which they have on hand. 
There is a moderate jobbing inquiry for 
meal, with sales of small quantities re- 
ported at $21 per ton. 

OLEO OIL.—Cable advices from 
Rotterdam indicate a slight reduction 
in the volume of business, but a ten- 
dency toward higher prices. Sales in 
Holland for the period under review 
are estimated at about 1,800 tierces, as 
against some 2,900 tierces the week be- 
fore. At the same time extra grades 
scored a net advance of one florin over 
the highest (and closing) price of last 
week, the market closing at 41fl., with 
a small lot of fancy oil selling mean- 
while at 42fl. Early in the week some 
extras sold at 39fl., but at the close 
there were no offers under 41fl. Dutch 
stocks are practically unchanged and 
still very light, being estimated at 700 
tierces, as compared with 675 one week 
previous. There has been a fair ex- 
port movement—some 3,320 tierces, as 
against 3,734 last week. No business in 
neutral lard is reported at Rotterdam, 
leaf lard being too high in American 
markets. A little more activity has 
been shown in the local oleo market, 
and melters are disposed to ask a lit- 
tle higher prices, although there is no 
material change to be noted in quo- 
tations. 

LARD OIL.—Probably the unsettled 
condition of the market for lard and 
other fats militates against any de- 
cided upward tendency in quotations. 
At the same time there is apparent a 
steady feeling on the part of pressers, 
and there is sufficient consumptive in- 
quiry to maintain steady quotations 
even for lower grades. The latter, how- 
ever, are only in moderate request. 
Pressers’ quotations remain un- 
changed: Extra, 35c.; extra No. 1, 32c.; 
lower grades, 23@25c., according to 
quality and brand. 

LARD.—The market this week has 
been characterized by increased activ- 
ity; and, in a general way, considerable 
strength. Nevertheless, at times there 
have occurred the customary fluctua- 
tions. Offerings were only fairly liber- 
al, and, as a rule, usually found takers. 
Early in the week an easy feeling in- 
duced a decline of about 10 cents, but 
at this point there was enough buying 
to bring about a rally of 7% cents. The 
recovery resulted in stimulating sell- 
ers’ anxiety, and there was a recession 
of 10 cents. The general upward tenden- 
cy of all things affected lard at this 
point, and prices improved 20@22\sc., 
later settling back 5@7%4c., the market 
closing about steady. There was a bet- 
ter demand for shipment than for sev- 
eral weeks past, sevral round lots be- 
ing taken for export, notwithstanding 
the fact that foreign markets were re- 
ported somewhat easier. Choice cash 
lots generally sold at September prices, 
although sometimes at 2%c. discount. 
There were also tolerably free sales of 
loose lots at about 25c. under Septem- 
ber. Leaf lard has been in good re-. 
quest and firmer, selling at 44%@4%¢c,

In large masses, to be inflammable, 
the acetylene must be between 2.8 per 
cent. and 93 per cent. with pure oxygen, 
or between 2.8 per cent. and 65 per cent. 
with air. In tubes, these limits con- 
tract as the diameter decreases. The 
following table gives Le Chatelier’s 
results using air.

The velocity of propagation of the 
flame, in large masses, varies with the 
composition, as shown in Fig. 2, plot- 
ted from Le Chatelier’s data. At the 
limiting proportions the velocities are 
very small, 0.1 metre per sec. and 0.05 
metre per sec. respectively. At the 
proportion for complete combustion the 
velocity is about 4.7 metres per sec. 
The maximum is obtained with a slight 
excess of acetylene, at 10%, giving 6 
metres per sec. At the point where free 
carbon begins to be separated the ve- 
locity is 2 metres per sec. These. phe- 
nomena are similar to those found for 
other combustible gases, except that 
in them the final period of very small 
velocities, corresponding to a separa- 
tion of carbon, is absent. 

The temperature of inflammation of 
acetylene is about 480°, much lower than 
in other combustible gases, in which it 
is generally about 600°. 

M. Le Chatelier found the following 
temperatures of combustion:

The highest temperature ordinarily 
attained in combustion with air is 
about 2000°, less by 400° than in the 
case of acetylene. A flat, open flame of 
this gas is hot enough to melt a fine 
platinum wire held in it. Burned with 
its own volume of oxygen, acetylen2 
gives a temperature of 4000°, or 1000° 
greater than that of the oxyhydrogen 
flame, while the products of combus- 
tion consist entirely of CO and H, pow- 
erful reducing agents. This fact may 
render it of great service in the labora- 
tory or in metallurgical work. 

A property common to endothermic 
compounds is that of decomposition 
under the proper stimulus into their 
components. Nitro-glycerine and the 
fulminates are examples of this, and 
acetylene may be classed with them. 
Berthelot and Vieille have recently 
maae extensive investigations on the 
explosive decomposition of acetylene 
due to a disturbing cause, such as 
shock or heat, at one of its points. 
For pressures under two atmospheres 
the decomposition so produced does not 
extend to any-notable distance from the 
centre of disturbance. For higher 
pressures the case is very different. 
The experimenters give the following 
table (p. 258) for decomposition, under 
higher pressures, by an incandescent 
wire. 

It is seen that for an initial pressure 
only half that of the saturated vapor 
of acetylene at ordinary temperature, 
20°, the explosion decuples the initial 
pressure. The speed of the reaction is 
very much less than that of the explo- 
sion in the oxyhydric mixture, as pre- 
viously found by them.

“there is obtained the considerable 
pressure of 5,564 kilograms per square 
centimetre,” or 5,388 atmospheres. The 
explosive force of liquid acetylene is, 
then, about the same as that of gun- 
cotton. 

The effects of shock were studied in 
various ways. A one-litre flask, con- 
taining sometimes gaseous and some- 
times liquid acetylene, repeatedly 
withstood a fall from a height of six 
metres onto a steel anvil. The same

Berthelot and Vieille also point out 
that an undue rise in temperature may 
cause an explosion. Such rise may oc- 
cur in acetylene generators from lack 
of water, when the carbide may absorb 
water from the moist gas and points of 
it be raised even to incandescence. 
Generators should, then, be kept in 


continuous action under low pressure 
until the carbide is.used up, the re- 
sulting gas being stored in _ holders. 


Again, if the gas be compressed too rap- 


idly or with insufficiency of cooling, or 
if the compressed gas be suddenly ad- 
mitted to any small receptacle, a dis- 
astrous rise in temperature may occur. 

The specific heats of acetylene have 


not been determined, but their ratio, 
Cp 
—, has been found by Manouvrier 
Cv 


and Fournier to be 1.273; quite different 
from the ratio in the case of air, but 
nearer that for CO, (1.29) and for N,O 
(1.27). 

The coefficient of solubility of acety- 
lene in water was found by Villard to 
be 1.6 at 0° and for a pressure of 4.65 
atmospheres. That is, under these con- 
ditions, water dissolves 1.6 times its 
volume of gas. If the gas be not too 
dense or too near liquefaction this co- 
efficient is invariable as regards the 
pressure and temperature. 

This large coefficient, 1.6, would make 
necessary the employment of some 
other other liquid than water as a seal 
in gas holders intended for acetylene, 
as, by diffusion through the seal, a 
large amount of gas might be lost and 
an explosive mixture formed with the 
air near the holder. But it has been 
found that the addition of salt to the 
water practically removes the diffi- 
culty, as the solubility of the gas in 
salt water is very small. 

Acetylene is soluble, also, in other 
liquids, as alcohol and acetic acid, and 
still more so in acetal, methylal, ace- 
tate of ethyl and acetone. It has been 
proposed by MM. Claude and Hess to 
utilize this property of the last-named 
liquid as a means of storing the gas. 
MM. Berthelot and Vieille have also 
made some interesting researches on 
this subject and with regard to the ex- 
plosive qualities of the solution. As a 
result of all these investigations the 
following facts may be stated: 

Acetone dissolves about 25 times its 
volume of acetylene at the temperature 
of 15°. Thus, at that temperature, one 
litre of acetone will dissolve about 26 
grams of acetylene for each atmosphere 
of pressure. As the temperature in- 
creases this factor becomes less.

mosphere increase in pressure. ‘The co- 
efficient of expansion of the solution by 
heat is less than that of liquid acety- 
lene. 

With regard to its explosive decom- 
position, acetylene dissolved in acetone 
under pressures less than ten atmos- 
pheres is found to be entirely removed 
from liability to explosion. Decompo- 
sition may be set up at one point, but 
will not spread throughout the mass. 
Under these conditions, the maximum 
pressure produced is found to be less 
than one-tenth as great as that corre- 
sponding to the decomposition of all 
the acetylene in the containing vessel. 

The gaseous atmosphere above the 
solution is, however, under the same 
risk as if the solution were not present, 
but, according to previous observa- 
tions, for initial pressures of less than 
10 atmospheres, it will not produce final 
pressures greater than 90 atmospheres. 
These facts are borne out by the fol- 
lowing table of results:

If the initial pressure be raised great- 
ly above 10 atmospheres, the dissolved 
acetylene, as well as the gaseous at- 
mosphere, becomes liable to explosion, 
and the curious result is obtained that, 
when this takes place, not only the ace- 
tylene, but the acetone as well, is de- 
composed. In the above experiment, 
after cooling, the bomb was found to 
contain a compact mass of carbon with 
gaseous products consisting of hydro- 
gen, carbon monoxide, and carbon di- 
oxide, the necessary oxygen having 
come from the acetone itself, and from 
traces of dissolved water. The pressure 
was over 5000 atmospheres. 

An experiment was made with a flask 
of 13.5 liters capacity, previously tested 
to 250 atmospheres; such as is used to 
contain liquid carbonic acid. This re- 
ceived 7 liters of acetone, which was 
then saturated with acetylene at a 
pressure of about 8 atmospheres. On 
ignition by an incandescent wire, the 
upper part of the flask became hot to 
the hand, while the bottom remained 
cool, showing that only the gaseous 
acetylene had decomposed. The pres- 
sure rose to 150 atmospheres. The flash 
was not injured, and the acetylene re- 
maining was afterward used for ex- 
periments on lighting. When opened, 
there was found to be suspended in the 
acetone a mass of pulverulent carbon 
apparently amounting to several liters. 

In the use of solutions of acetylene it 
must be remembered that the pressure 
increases very rapidly with the temper- 
ature. Thus, in a flask of 824 cc., con- 
taining 311 g. (376 cc.) of acetone and 
69 g. of acetylene, the following pres-

A solution of acetylene which, at or- 
dinary temperatures, would not be ex- 
plosive, might become so by the rise 
of pressure due to the heat of the sun; 
so that the limit of ten atmos- 
pheres is one which must not be passed 
at the highest temperature to which 
the solution is likely to be exposed. Of 
course, this depends entirely on the sit- 
uation and manner of use, but probably 
a pressure of saturation of not more 
than seven atmospheres, at a tempera- 
ture of 15°, will be found safe in prac- 
tice. 

Under such conditions, a flask of 1 
litre capacity, containing 0.7 litre of 
acetone, would receive, safely, 127 g. of 
acetylene. The same flask, if charged 
to 10 atmospheres with pure acetylene, 
would contain only 11 grams. The 
pressure produced by an explosion of 
the gaseous acetylene, at 35°, would be 
about the same in both, but the chances 
of such taking place, and the probable 





disaster should the flask rupture, would 


be vastly greater with the pure acety- 
lene. 

It is readily seen that the energy re- 
quired to compress a given weight of 


gas, and therefore the amount of water 
required for cooling, will be much less 
where acetone is used. The method by 
solution, then, seems to offer a practi- 
cal means for the storage and transpor- 
tation of .acetylene. 

The physiological action of acetylene 
has been thoroughly investigated. The 
results are concurrent in stating that it 
is ‘much less poisonous than ordinary 
illuminating gas, although in large 
quantities it is dangerous. The follow. 
ing experiments by Grehaut will serve 
as examples. He used mixtures of 
oxygen, nitrogen and acetylene contain- 
ing always 20.8% of the first, as does at- 
mospheric air. He thus measured the 
specific toxicity of the gas. 

A mixture of this sort containing 20% 
ef acetylene did not inconvenience a 
dog after 30 minutes. With 40% the 
dog was violently agitated, and after 
some time died. With 79% a dog was 
killed in 30 minutes. A mixture was 
then made containing 14% of illuminat- 
ing gas. This was of such a composi- 
tion that there was in the mixture 1% 
of carbonic oxide, the only distinctly 
poisonous ingredient. This mixture 
was powerful enough to kill a dog in 
15 minutes. 

Acetylene is, therefore, far less poison- 
ous than ordinary illuminating gas. Of 
course, if, in addition to its poisonous 
action, it diminishes the supply of oxy- 
gen, it will be more dangerous. It 
should be remembered that, owing to 
the greater density of the former, only 
one-third as great a volume of acety- 
lene as of illuminating gas will escape 
through an orifice under similar con- 
ditions. 

The compounds of acetylene are 
numerous. Only a few need be de- 
scribed here. Its hydrate was discov- 
ered independently by Cailletet in 1878 
and by Villard in 1888. It may be crys- 
tallized out of solution at a high pres- 
sure and low temperature. It is heavier 
than water and its crystals are with- 
out action on polarized light. Villard 
gives the following table relative to its 
dissociation:

At 16° the pressure hydrate 
equals that of the moist, liquefied gas: 
that is, at that temperature its disso- 
ciation is complete. At ordinary pres- 
sures the dissociation is negligible at 
—B5°. The heat of combination of 
liquid water with acetylene gas is 
+ 15400. g. cal. per gram-molecule of 
hydrate, 

The compounds of acetylene with cer- 
tain metals are violently explosive. 
Copper acetylide, C,H,Cu,O, and silver 
acetylide, C,H,.Ag.O, are the _ best 
known of these. They are formed 
by passing acetylene through am- 
moniacal solutions of the respective 
metals, as already described. If moist, 
they do not explode, but when dry 
they become very unstable and dan- 
gerous to handle. 

Copper acetylide is also slowly 
formed by the action of the moist gas 
on brass or copper. Dry gas has no 
effect. For this reason only iron, steel 
or lead should be used in fittings in- 
tended for acetylene. 

Acetylene’s field of usefulness ex- 


of the 


tends, principally, in four directions: 
Light, Heat, Power and Synthetic 
Chemistry. 


Owing to the excess of violet rays, 
the acetylene flame seems less adapted 
to general illumination than to special 
purposes, as signaling, photography, 
projection and optical physics. It has 
already found a reception in polari- 
scope work, and as a standard for pho- 
tometry. 

The high temperatures obtainable 
with acetylene and air or oxygen, sur- 
passing those of the hydrogen flame, 
will doubtless find many applications 
in the laboratory, in metallurgical 
work, or in any situation where an in- 
tense heat is required. 

The extremely rapid and powerful ex- 
plosion of acetylene, with air, renders 
it unsuitable for use in gas engines as 
at present constructed. It may be that 
the solution will come in a radical de- 
parture from present types. 

The outlook for acetylene on the 
chemical side is very bright. It was 
the first so-called ‘“‘organic’’ compound 
to be formed directly by union of its 
elements. It seems destined to be the 
gateway to an immense region in prac- 
tical synthetic chemistry. With acety- 
lene as the starting point, the chem-

LINSEED OIL.—The week has been 
a rather interesting one in the linseed 
oil market, the steadily upward ten- 
dency of seed having led to repeated 
advances at the West, which have been 
followed on offerings of out-of-town oil 
in this market. On Tuesday city crush- 
ers advanced their price 2c., making 
the inside price 39c., and Western was 
advanced to 37@38c. at the same time, 
while with the further advance in seed 
during the following days, Western 
crushers limited their offerings to 39c. 
on Thursday, and on Friday 41c. was 
named by some of them. In the mean- 
time the advance had brought out some 
second hands’ oil, sales of two car loads 
being reported at 37%4c. It is probable 
that more could have been bought a 
shade below crushers’ prices, but there 
is no very urgent demand at the mo- 
ment. The cost of seed, however, forces 
crushers to make further advances, and 
to-day another 2c. was added to city 
oil, making the price 41@42c. for raw 
and 48@44c. for boiled, with Western 
obtainable at 40c., although there are 
still holders at 41c. here, the Chicago 
price being 39c. Should seed go higher 
or even hold at about present figures 
for any length of time, a further rise 
in oil is probable. The closing quota- 
tion for seed yesterday at Chicago was 
equal to about $1.20 cost to the crusher 
in New York. 

COTTONSEED, REFINED.—As the 
week draws to a close the market has 
become distinctly firmer, and it is ex- 
ceedingly difficult to buy any desirable 
lots of prime summer yellow _ better 
than 26c., although there were some 
lots of prime, such as would pass the 
Oil Committee, obtainable at 25%4c. for 
a limited quantity. While the boom 
in wheat undoubtedly has imparted a 
better tone to provisions and oils, it 
would be a mistake to attribute the 
firmer tone and advancing tendency of 
the latter purely to sentiment. Old 
crop cotton oil is becoming scarcer 
every day, and the idea that we shall 
have any appreciable amount of new 
oil on the market before the latter part 
of October is likely to prove to many a 
“delusion and a snare.” On the other 
hand, provision markets have not only 
been firm and higher, but a cash de- 
mand for lard, as well as other hog 
products, and a more animated export 
inquiry for tallow, furnish the concrete 
reason for the advance in prices. Re- 
ports from the West are to the effect 
that the shipments of lard out of Chi- 
cago are larger than they have been 
for many a month, and in the face of 
this fact the much advertised stocks of 
lard at that point have lost their ter- 
ror to the holders of cotton oil. Re- 
cently there was considerable Texas 
crude to be made from old and new 
seed sold for September at 16@17c. 
loose, as to quality, but for a choice 
quality of new crude for September- 
October the mills are asking 18@18'%4c. 
loose, with bids of 17@17%4c. turned 
several thousand barrels.

Tariff Problems Considered. 

Washington, Aug. 20, 1897. 
Tariff problems still continue to ab- 
sorb the time and attention of the 
Treasury Department, and especially of 
the office of Assistant Secretary How- 
ell and the Customs Division. Secre- 
tary Gage has taken a stand that the 
Secretary of the ‘Treasury has full 
power to rule upon all questions of du- 


tiable classification, in spite of the 
views so vigorously expressed during 
the past week by General Appraiser 
Lunt. Mr. Lunt, in an interview in a 


New York daily paper, has declared 
that the Board of Appraisers was spe- 
cially created for the purpose of ren- 
dering decisions as to dutiable classi- 
fication, and that the Secretary has no 
such function or authority. 

“This is the special province of the 
Board of Appraisers,’ said Mr. Lent. 
“If its decision is unsatisfactory to the 
importer or to the Government the 
matter can be carried into the courts 
by either party, and so the Government 
as well as the importer was given the 
opportunity to appeal, and every ques- 
tion could be settled ultimately by the 
highest tribunal.” 

Secretary Gage does not discuss Mr. 
Lunt’s opinion for publication, but it is 
quite likely that he will advise the 
Board of Appraisers officially of his 
opinion as to the scope and power of 
the authority of the Secretary of the 
Treasury. 

The Collector of New York acting 
upon a request submitted by Parke, 
Davis & Co., manufacturers of phar- 
maceutical preparations of Detroit, 
Mich., transmitted by the Secretary of 
the Treasury, has made a ruling as to 
the proper duties to be levied upon a 
number of seeds, some of which are 
imported for propagating purposes and 
others to be used in the compounding 
of medicines. The Collector reports 
that the appraising officer of the port 
has reviewed the item, and reports on 
them as follows: 

“Colchicum Seed.—This is held to be 
a crude drug under paragraph 548 of the 
free list. Colchicum seeds were decided 
by the Board of General Appraisers in 
1892 to be free of duty on an appeal 
from the Collector, who had assessed 
them at 20 per cent. The paragraph of 
the free list referred to provides for 
non-edible crude drugs, which is a suf- 
ficient description of colchicum seed. 

“Paradise Grains.—Held to be free of 
duty as above. 

“Henbane Seed.—Free of duty as 
above. ida 

“Quince seed, not fit for propagation, 
free of duty. The Board of General Ap- 
praisers on May 25, 1893, decided quinca 


seed imported by a leading drug house 
for use as a drug to be free of duty, 
tests showing that a very small per- 
centage of the seed contained the germs 
of life. 

“Strophonthus Seed.—Free of duty 
under paragraph 548. The Board of Ap- 
praisers on April 15, 1892, decided this 
seed to be a non-edible, crude drug, im- 
ported and used exclusively in making 
medicinal preparations for heart and 
kidney diseases, the plant being indig- 
enous to Africa and Asia, where it was 
used by the natives for making arrow 
poison. 

“Angelica Seed.—Held to be free of 
duty as a crude drug under the same 
decision as colchicum. 

Strabesacre Seeds.—Held to be free of 
duty as non-edible, crude drugs under 
the decision of the General Appraisers 
April 15, 1892, which declared them to 
be imported exclusively for the manu- 
facture of medicinal tinctures and oint- 
ments. 

“Parsley Seed.—Held to be dutiable 
at 30 per cent. ad valorem as seeds of 
all kinds, not specially previded for in 
this act.”’ 

In this connection Parke, Davis & Co. 
have taken action that will provoke 
much comment in importing circles. 
They recently brought in an importa- 
tion of celery seed, which was admitted 
free of duty as a crude drug, the pur- 
pose of the importers being to manu- 
facture a medicine from it. For rea- 
sons which are doubtless sufficient for 
their own purposes, the firm protested 
against the admission of the goods free 
of duty, asserting that the seed was 
properly dutiable at 25 per cent. ad va- 
lorem. The appraiser maintained his 
point, however, but Parke, Davis & Co. 
have taken an appeal, and will fight the 
case in the courts with a view to se- 
curing the assessment of a duty on this 
article. The officials of the Customs 
Division say that this is the second 
case only on record of an importer pro- 
testing that goods which the Collector 
proposes to admit free of duty should 
be made dutiable. Of course, there is 
some good commercial reason behind 
this move, but what it is is variously 
surmised. 

The Treasury Department will send 
out a special agent to make an in- 
vestigation of the value and market 
price of calcium carbide. This article 
is used in the manufacture of acetylene 
gas, a product which is now being ex- 
tensively exploited by a large syndicate, 
which controls the patents under which 
it is manufactured. The tariff law 
levies an ad valorem duty on this prod- 
uct, and, as it has been brought in at 
several ports, collectors have varied 
more than 200 per cent. in their valua- 
tions; but in all cases have materially 
exceeded the invoice valuation. The 
company controlling the patents have 
an important interest in keeping the 
apparent cost of the article as low as 
possible, as they are disposing of royal- 
ties in nearly all the States, and the 
economy of production necessarily de- 
pends upon the cost of the raw ma- 
terial. In view of the limited supply 
and circumscribed market, the depart- 
ment sees no way of ascertaining the 
value of the article without a special 
investigation. 

Acting Secretary Howell has had oc- 
casion to consider the question of the 
additional duty of 5 per cent. ad val- 
orem imposed on silvered looking-glass 
plates if beveled. This provision is a 
departure from the terms of the Wilson 
act, and the difference is fully set forth 
in the following letter, addressed by 
Mr. Howell to the Auditor of the 
Treasury: 

“The department is in receipt of your 
letter of the 8th ultimo, in which you 
state that a question has arisen be- 
tween the Surveyor of Customs at 
Grand Rapids, Mich, and your office, as 
to whether so-called German looking- 
glass plates, beveled, being composed of 
cylinder glass, silvered, imported under 
the provisions of the tariff act of Aug. 
28, 1894, are properly subject to the 
additional duty of 10 per centum ad 
valorem under paragraph 97 of that 
act, on account of being beveled. 

“You call attention to the fact that 
the Surveyor of Customs at Grand 
Rapids has not assessed the additional 
duty of 10 per centum provided for by 
said paragraph 97 of the act of Aug. 
28, 1894, on such German looking-glass 
plates, and you therefore request to be 
advised whether such practice is cor- 
rect, in view of the decision of the 
Board of General Appraisers (G. A., 
3,578), which held certain polished plate 
glass, silvered (or cylinder glass), bev- 
eled, to be subject to the additional 
duty of 10 per centum under paragraph 
97 of the aforesaid act.

The news from the producing fields, 
while of the usual varied character, has 
presented fewer features of interest. 
The average number of new wells have 
been completed, but few of them show 
much above the average production, 
and fewer are of special significance as 
showing extensions of territory, and 
none as opening up new areas of pro- 
duction. The Fonner pool, which at 
one time gave promise of great produc- 
tive capacity, is proving somewhat dis- 
appointing, the number of dry holes of 
late exceeding the productive wells. In 
Ohio there appears to be increased ac- 
tivity and wells are being drilled within 
the limits of the city of Toledo. From 
California come reports of much prog- 
ress being made in development opera- 
tions, and the production appears to be 
steadily increasing, but its principal 
use is for fuel purposes. Further infor- 
mation, such as it is, has been received 
about the lake of oil in Alaska, and 
great things are promised for the fu- 
ture from that region. The statistical 
situation, as indicated by the daily pipe 
line reports, shows some change, the de- 
liveries having increased, while the 
runs are somewhat smaller. This would 
indicate a decrease in the additions te 
the stock above ground; indeed, should 
they continue at this rate and be fully 
confirmed by the monthly report, there 
would be no addition to the surplus 
during August. Trading at the ex- 
changes has been at a standstill, the 
bids for certificates being uniformly 
73c., without sales.

General trade conditions are said to 
show improvement, reports from inte- 
rior points agreeing that purchases are 
fully as frequent as before and of in- 
creased volume, buyers showing a de- 
gree of confidence in prospective re- 
quirements, which they believe is fully 
warranted by existing conditions. This 
confidence is fostered, no doubt, by the 
increased purchasing power of the agri- 
cultural classes, brought about by the 
advance in the price of cereals, and by 
the general improvement in investment 
securities. In the lines of trade repre- 
sented by the Reporter the reports con- 
tinue encouraging, especially in chemi- 
cals and oils, though drugs and dye- 
stuffs have failed to show improve- 
ment. Reports from the _ industrial 
centers continue very encouraging, and 
mills which had been idle for some time 
are starting up with a full complement 
of employes. The labor situation has 
developed no features to give hope of a 
more satisfactory condition, several 
new strikes being reported in this city 
and a number in various parts of the 
country, which indicates that the dis- 
satisfaction is quite general. The great 
strike of the coal miners is still on, and 
little progress has been made toward 
its final settlement, although it is now 
reported that the miners are in bad 
straits, and will soon be obliged to suc- 
cumb. The strikes settled in this city 
have been at the strikers’ terms, and 
some others will probably soon be 
brought to an end by compromise. The 
feature in the market for the great 
agricultural staples has been the rapid 
advance in wheat, cash wheat selling in 
this market on Friday at $1.06. Wheat 
opened on Monday for September deliv- 
ery at 91%4c., and weakened on reports 
of decreased purchases on foreign ac- 
count, selling down to 90c. on Tuesday, 
but then came increased purchases in 
the Liverpool market, and during the 
next three days there was a rapid up- 
ward movement, sales being made on 
Thursday at 95%c., and on Friday at $1, 
but a reaction followed, the market 
closing at 97%c. Corn opened on Mon- 
day at 33%c., and varied from day to 
day between 32%c. to 33%c., closing 
rather weak at 33%c. Oats have gained 
in strength steadily, opening at 22\%c. 
and closing at 23c. Cotton was de- 
pressed nearly all the week, although 
some strength was developed on Thurs- 
day, only to be lost the next day, the 


close on Friday being at 6.93c. The 


7.05¢. Lard has advanced steadily 
throughout the week, selling at Chica- 
go on Monday at 4.42%4c. for September 
delivery, and at 4.60c. on Friday. The 
market for time money has been some- 
what easier, with the offerings rather 
in excess of the demand. Rates at the 
close were 2% per cent. for 60 days, 3 
per cent. for 90 days, 3@3% per cent. for 
four months, and 3%4@4 per cent. for 
five to six months. Money on call at 
the Stock Exchange has ranged from 1 
to 2 per cent., the extremes being 
reached on Monday, since which 14@ 
1% per cent. has been the prevailing 
rate. Mercantile paper has been a little 
firmer in tone, and, although the offer- 
ings have not been large, buyers have 
appeared firm, declining to make con- 
cessions on most attractive offerings. 
Rates at the close were 3%@4 per cent. 
for 60 to 90 days’ indorsements, 4@4% 
per cent. for choice single names and 
4%@5 per cent. for other grades. There 
have been no shipments of gold, and 
so far there have been no importations, 
although it is believed there will be an 
influx in settlement for the heavy ship- 
ments of wheat. The price of silver 
made a new record the past week, com- 
mercial bars being quoted on Wednes- 
day at 52@53%c., but since then there 
has been improvement, the closing 
quotation on Friday being 53%@54\c. 
per ounce for commercial bars, and 53@ 
53%c. for Government assay bars. Mex- 
ican dollars were quoted at 40%c. At 
the quoted price of silver bars the value 
of the United States silver dollar is 
about 41%c. The market for sterling 
exchange has varied somewhat more 
than usual, but the market was dull 
and the tone weak toward the close. 
Rates for actual business at the close 
were 4.83144@4.83% for 60 days, 4.85%@ 
4.85% for demand, and 4.86 for cables. 
The supply of grain and cotton bills for 
spot delivery was light, and at times 
an actual scarcity was reported, while 
for future they were in good supply. 
Rates at the close were 4.83@4.83%4. The

Petroleum and Gypsum. 


For many years it has been a mooted 
question as to whether gypsum would 
form an oil-bearing rock or said in oil 
wells and shut off the oil and eventual- 
ly cause a failure in production of the 
oleaginous fluid. Within the past two 
days, however, the matter seems to 
have been settled and in a manner 
which seems to admit of no successful 
contradiction. 

John Wilson, the well-known driller, 
on Friday showed the Herald represen- 
tative a piece of sand rock which was 
thrown from a well on the Harrison 
farm, English Settlement, after a sixty- 
quart shot of glycerine had, been ex- 
ploded in the hole and only two months 
after the well had been drilled, shot 
and cleaned out. The sand is the white 
sand found in that district, and upon 
the specimen furnished the Herald gyp- 
sum five-sixteenths of an inch thick has 
formed within the past two months, or 
since the well was drilled and put to 
pumping. It was heretofore known that 
the substance named, which is a forma- 
tion of mineral consisting of sulphate 
of lime and 21 per cent. water, would 
gather on the slate rock in wells, but 
at no time, as far as known, up to 
now, has it been shown that the min- 
eral would form on the said rock, which 
is more or less covered with oil which 
exudes though its pores or interstices. 
The question seems to have been satis- 
factorily settled by Mr. Wilson’s dis- 
covery and in territory where gypsum 
is known to form, oil men will either be 
obliged to shoot their wells frequently 
to keep up the production, or they will 
have to invent some way to prevent the 
formation of the noxious mineral.—Ti. 
tusville Herald.

Fuller's Earth in the United States. 
Washington, Aug. 19, 1897. 

The United States Geological Survey 
has prepared a special report upon the 
production of Fuller’s earth in the 
United States. Heretofore this prod- 
ust has been briefly mentioned under 
the general title of “clays and earths 
of all kinds,” but the growing import- 
ance of this article both in its produc- 
tion and consumption in the United 
States has induced the Survey to de- 
vote considerable space to the topic. 
The following is an abstract of the 
report: 

“Since the discovery of Fuller’s earth 
in Florida about two years ago, the 
knowledgs of its occurrence in the 
United States has spread rapidly, with 
the result that persons all over the 
country have been searching for it, 
but often without success. 

“As Fuller’s earth resembles com- 
mon clay in its appearance, the only 
way of identifying it with certainty is 
by means of a practical test of its 
bleaching or clarifying effect on oils. 
This, however, requires some practice, 
especially im the case of cottonseed 
oil. The color of the earth is no guide, 
as it varies greatly; nor is an analysis 
of great value except as indicating the 
fact that Fuller’s earth has generally 
a high percentage of combined water 


and rarely over 15 per cent. of alu- 
mina. Fuller’s earth when dry ad- 
heres strongly to the tongue on ac- 


count of its absorbent properties, but 
many ordinary clays do the same. 

“During the past year Fuller’s earth 
has been reported from Colorado, 
South Dakota, Nebraska, New Mex- 
ico, Indian Territory and New York, 
in addition to the occurrences in 
Georgia, Florida and North Carolina, 
which were mentioned in last year’s 
report. 

“The following notes are based on 
personal examinations made during 
the past year in all the localities ex- 
cept those in Nebraska and Indian 
Territory: 

SOUTH DAKOTA. 

“The Fuller’s earth beds in this 
State are the most extensive thus far 
opened in the West. They were first 
found at Fairburn and subsequently 
at Argyle, Minnekahta, etc. 

“Fairburn.—Numerous claims have 
been staked out all around Fairburn, 
but up to October, 1896, shipments had 
been made from only one point. This 
is five miles southeast of the station, 
and about three-fourths of a mile east 
of the Fremont, Elkhorn and Missouri 
Valley Railroad track. The mine is 
operated by the Mining Syndicate of 
Omaha. A small opening has been 
been made and a platform built on 
which to spread out the earth so that 
it may dry before shipment. 

“The section at the mine, beginning 
at the top, is as follows:

“The Fuller’s earth grades into the 
overlying micaceous clay. On the 
southwest side of this spur in which 
the mine lies, a similar section is seen, 
and the earth also shows in several 
neighboring gullies. This Fairburn 

Fuller’s earth is in appearance a 
sandy, at times fine grained, dense 
clay, having a nodular structure and 
conchoidal fracture. An analysis of it, 
given in last year’s report, was as fol- 
lows: 
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“Several shafts have been sunk by 
William Bodenner, about one mile 
north of Fairburn, and half a mile 
from the railroad. 

“The earth is very similar in appear- 
ance to that at the locality southeast 
of Fairburn, but is overlain by a white 
cavernous limestone, of which there 
are about four feet. The underlying 
material is sandstone. 

“Up to October, 1896, none had been 
shipped. 

“The following analysis of this mate- 
rial was made at the State School of 
Mines, Rapid City: 
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are two miles east of Argyle, in T. 6 S., 
R.’s 32nd 4 E. The beds are near the 
top of the bare, rounded hills at this 
locality, and the float from them is ap- 
parent in the numerous gullies around 
their base. One small bank, about 
seven feet high, has been opened and 
several shafts sunk. The best section 
is seen in a shaft sunk to a depth of 
26 feet, and was as follows, according 
to Mr. Smith:

“The infusorial earth is not always 
present, and the Fuller’s earth is of 
variable thickness, and in the bank, 
Which is not more than 50 feet from 
the shaft above mentioned, it is only 
three feet thick. 

“The Argyle earth is quite similar 
appearance to that around Fair- 
burn, but contains less sand. 

“Only a small amount has been 
shipped up to Oct. 18, 1896. The ma- 
terial has to be hauled two miles to 
the railroad. 

“Minnekahta.—The Fuller’s earth at 
this locality is one mile west of the 
station. It is a bed to Jurassic shale, 
about 30 feet thick, and is capped by 
red sandstone. The material is a fine- 
grained, greenish-gray shale, full of 
fossils. Several hundred tons have 
been taken out, and six or eight car- 
loads of it are said to have been 
shipped. A large platform has been 
built at the base of the bank, and the 
earth is pread out on this to dry. This 
bed was located and the claim staked 
out in May, 1895, and the first mining 
was done in June, 1896. 

“These are the three principal locali- 
ties in South Dakota at which Fuller's 
earth has been found. With the open- 
ing of them and the circulation of va- 
rious rumors concerning their value, a 
wave of excitement has spread over 
the Black Hills region, with the result 
of Fuller’s earth claims 
have been staked out. 

“As clays abound in this area, and 
few practical tests have been made on 
many of the prospects, no doubt a 
large number of these claims will 
prove valueless. 

“Among the reported localities are 
points eight miles west of Custer City; 
at Marietta, west of Edgemont, and 
two miles north of Buffalo Gap. A 
plant for pulverizing and drying the 
earth has been erected at Hot Springs. 
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NEBRASKA. 
“Mr, C. H. Cornell, of Valentine, Neb., 
claims to have found considerable 


quantities of Fuller’s earth south of 
Valentine. Some of the beds are stated 
to be thirty feet thick and several miles 
in extent. 

COLORADO, 


“The Dakota cretaceous sandstones 
at Parkdale contain numerous inter- 
bedded seams of shale fire clay, and at 
the base of the section, on the land of 
W. H. Murry, east of Parkdale station, 
is a bed of so-called kaolin. It is a fine- 
grained, greenish-gray clay, with soapy 
feel. The bed is about thirty feet thick, 
and underlies a bed of red sandstone. 
It rests on the granite. The upper fif- 
teen feet are much stained by iron and 
considerably broken up, while the low- 
er fifteen feet are comparatively mas- 
sive. The bed dips southwest, and the 
bank is three-quarters of a mile north- 
east of the depot. 

“This material is shipped to Denver, 
where it is washed by the Manchester 
Clay Manufacturing Company. Its orig- 
inal use was as a filler for paper, hav- 
ing been so used at Denver, but more 
recently it has been put on the market 
as Fuller’s earth. One of the lard com- 
panies in Denver has been using it, but 
it was not found wholly satisfactory. 
Its lack of bleaching properties may be 
due to the fact that it was not ground 
sufficiently fine, for prepared samples 
seen were very gritty. 

“If this material proves to be valua- 
ble as a decolorizer, there is no doubt 
that an abundance of it may be found 
in the lower beds of the Dakota creta- 
ceous, extending along the eastern base 
of the divide. 

NEW MEXICO, 

“Fuller’s earth was thought to have 
been found near Las Vegas, but proved 
to be simply a decomposed nodular 
sandstone, 

NEW YORK. 


“Twelve miles north of Rome and two 
miles west of McConnellsville, on the 
Rome, Watertown and Ogdensburg 


Railroad, is a deposit of Fuller’s earth 
which has been worked for several 
years by the New York Fuller’s Earth 
is a fine- 


Company. The material 
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grained, dense Quaternary clay, in lay- 
ers two to eight inches thick, interbed- 
ded with layers of sand of similar thick- 
ness. The total thickness exposed is 
about fifteen feet, and there is a cap- 
ping of four feet of sand. To mine the 
earth the overlying sand has to be 
stripped and the layer’s of Fuller’s 
earth taken off one by one, separating 
the interbedded sand. It is then dried 
on racks with movable roofs. Thus far 
this Fuller’s earth has been used only 
for cleansing woolen goods. It is ship- 
ped to several factories in New York 
and neighboring States, 

“A second mine of the same material 
has been recently opened in an adjoin- 
ing hill by Mr. A. Penfield, but none 
has been shipped thus far. 

INDIAN TERRITORY. 

“Samples of white clay called ‘gla- 
cialite’ and said to be Fuller's earth, 
were recently sent to the National Mu- 
seum at Washington. The deposit is 
said to occur at Enid, Oklahoma Terri- 
tory. 

“The two following very complete 
analyses of Fuller’s earth, made by 
Prof. P. G. Sanford, are given:

FLORIDA, 


“Production in the United States in 
1896 was limited to the neighborhood of 
Quincy, Gadsden county, Florida, as in 
the previous year. Of the many de- 
posits known to this region the product 
came principally from the openings of 
the Owl Cigar Compa.y and of the 
Chesebrough Manufacturing Company, 
with small shipments from two or three 
other deposits between Quincy, Florida 
and Faceville, Georgia. In addition to 
this it became evident that many de- 
posits not yet opened, and the size of 
which had not been determined, exist 
in various parts of Gadsden county, 
and particularly exposed in the river 
banks at River Junction, Florida. 


“The additions to the known locali- 
ties of Fuller’s earth in Florida made 
during 1896 are principally in the neigh- 
borhood of Tampa. These discoveries 
began early in the year, when Dr. Day 
and Mr. Ries discovered a deposit at 
Fort Tampa. The operations of the 
large Bucyrus dredge in deepening the 
dock of this point threw out small 
pieces of Fuller’s earth, and following 
these indications, Dr. Day drove down 
an iron pipe into the bottom with a 
pile driver, and, pulling this pipe, ob- 
tained cores showing that seventeen 
feet below high-water mark a layer of 
Fuller’s earth is obtained from five to 
eight feet thick, the quality of the clay 
being about the same for manufactur- 
ing purposes as that obtained at Quin- 
cy, Florida. The finding of this deposit 
led to further investigation by Mr. 
Ward, of Quincy, and others, which 
showed that Fuller’s earth occurs in 
small quantity at the Government 
works northeast of Tampa. Large sup- 
plies were found also on the shore of 
Clear Water harbor, at Dunedin, and 
in the neighborhood of Largo. An ex- 
amination of this material showed that 
it was Fuller’s earth of a slightly dif- 
ferent type from the material at 
Quincy, and tests of it by the refiners 
of cottonseed oil, and particularly of 
mineral lubricating oils, show it to be 
of the quality desired for these pur- 
poses. It is possible that this deposit, 
dipping at a small angle to the north- 
west, is identical with the deposit at 
Port Tampa. 

“The only definite determination 
which has been made of the geological 
horizon at which the deposits of Ful- 
ler’s earth in Florida have been found 
is the work on the fossils obtained at 
the Chesebrough opening. at Quincy, 
which Prof. Dall has identified as char- 
acteristic of the lower Miocene. A defi- 
nite horizon is also given by Dr. Dall 
to the deposit at Ballast Point. In con- 
nection with this later deposit it 
should be noted that the occurrence of 
nodules of chalcedony, sometimes with 


| the 


| found at 





centers of quartz crystals and of shells 
of fossil coral in which the carbonate 
of lime has been entirely replaced by 
silica, was so frequent as to be char- 
acteristic of this deposit. In this con- 
nection should be noted also the fact 
that layers of chalcedonic sil.ca are also 
quite characteristic of the Fuller’s 
earth found at Whigham, Georgia, and 
at Spout Springs. North Carolina, ex- 
cept that in both of these localities in- 
stead of fossils of silica occurring 
through the deposit at Whigham, Geor- 
gia, and Spout Springs, North Carolina, 
the silica is in definite banks and is al- 
so accompanied by layers which seem 
to be intermediate between Fuller's 
earth proper and pure silica. 

“Another deposit of good quality was 
the head of Tampa Bay, at 
Phillips Point. Another deposit across 
harbor from this point did not 
prove of good quality. This is a good 
illustration of the variable character of 
this earth, both in distribution and 
quality. One of the thickest layers of 
Fuller’s earth—from nine to twelve feet 
—was obtained near the upper limits of 
steamboat navigation of the Manatee 
River. This deposit is quite different in 
appearance from the normal Fuller’s 
earth, and contains oxide of iron in 
sufficient quantity to color it yellow. 
The quality of this earth, however, is 
sufficiently good for many purposes to 
which the earth is applied. 

“In Bulletin No. 84 of the United 
States Geological Survey, Correlation 
Papers—Neocene, Prof. W. H. Dall, on 
pages 115 and 116, mentions a deposit of 
siliceous marl as outcropping at Conk- 
lin’s Bluff, about one mile and a half 
north of Ballast Point, on the Hillsboro 
River, near Tampa, which he describes 
as follows: 

“Bailey’s Infusorial Earth.—It to 
be noted that at one point on the bay 
shore between Ballast Point, or New- 
man’s Landing, and the mouth of the 
Hillsboro River, the marl associated 
with the siliceous fossils, forming a 
phase of the orthaulax bed, rises above 
the beach to an estimated height of 10 
feet. Here Mr. Burns of the United 
States Geological Survey, Col. Bartholo- 
and others have col- 
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mew of Tampa, 
lected fine series of silicified fossils. At 
this point Prof. J. W. Bailey, U. S. A., 


discovered what he regarded as a bed 
of infusorial earth resembling that of 
Virginia in its lithologic character. Of 
this he says: 

“Directly upon the shore of the bay 
I detected a highly interesting strata of 
fossil marine diatomacea of infusoria. 
It is exposed for at least a quartet of 
a mile, and from 5 to 10 feet of its 
thickness may be seen. In its external 
characteristics (whiteness, lightness, 
fossibility, etc.) it has some resemblance 
to the infusorial strata of Virginia, but 
is much more indurated, so that, al- 
though it is easy to show that it is 
made up of the remains of diatomacea, 
spicules of sponges, etc., it is difficult to 
isolate and determine the individual 
specimens. This infusorial earth, like 
that of Petersburg, Va., changes in a 
singular manner to a salmon color 
when exposed to the vapor of turpen- 
tine of Canada balsam. 

“This bed has not, so far as we know, 
been examined since Prof. Bailey's 
visit, and in order to determine its po- 
sition, straitigraphical and lithological, 
it was visited by the writer in January, 
1891. 

“The most marked exposure is local- 
ly known as Conklin’s Bluff, and is sit- 
uated on the western shore of Hillsboro 
Bay, about a quarter of a mile above 
a long, wooden pier, belonging to a Mrs. 
Chapin, and a mile and a half north of 
Ballast Point. It is a steep bank 6 or 8 
feet above high-water mark, and is the 
only place on this shore between Bal- 
last Point and Tampa which at all cor- 
responds to Bailey’s description. The 
land along this shore is mostly low, and 
the beach soft and muddy or sandy, but 
there are a few places where the 
orthaulax bed rises above high-water 
mark. The rock is like that at Bal- 
last Point. The shells are often repre- 
sented by molds in the chart, but there 
are pockets of putty-like marl which 
contain the siliceous pseudomorphs and 
small nodules of chancedony. 

“Bailey’s white bed consists of a de- 
posit of this marl, which elsewhere oc- 
curs in pockets in the harder rock, but 
here for a few hundred feet appears in 
sufficient quantity by itself to be re- 
garded as a bed. Some of the material 
is pretty hard, but all of it is fissured 
vertically and horizontally into a pro- 
fusion of angular fragments. The 
lower layers are the hardest, and rest 
on siliceous rock of the orthaulax bed, 
of which this must be regarded as 
merely a very local phase. At this place 
the marl is nearly destitute of fossils. 
The few which occur are nearly all 
small branches of coral; much of it has 
no fossils. The lower part is of a gray 











or pale-green hue, bleaching when dry, 
as in the upper layers, to white. It also 
becomes softer and more fragmentary. 
It is penetrated by roots to a depth of 
2 feet, and a piece large enough to 
form a hood specimen can be found 
only low down in the bed, and then in 
drying will break into numerous frag- 
ments. The average thickness of the 
bed may be 38 feet, the maximum 6 to 8 
feet. In one place it is covered by a 
thin layer of eolian sand rock, discol- 
ored by iron oxide. The strata along 
this beach are gently waved. The 
places where rock appears above high- 
water mark are the summits of these 
waves, which seem to trend in a north- 
west and southeast general direction. 
This marl is one of the highest of the 
waves, and farther back from the shore 
marl is covered by the Tampa lime- 
stone, according to reports of residents. 


There seemed to be no recognizable dip. 


“Tt will be noticed in Bailey’s list of 
species collected that he mentions only 
three or four from this deposit, all of 


which are also found living over a great 


part of the Atlantic Coast, and especial- 
ly in Florida, and around the roots of 
plants growing in wet places. The de- 
posit does not seem to be properly in- 
fusorial in character, though doubtless 
containing, like other marl, a few such 
organisms. It is really a siliceous marl, 
formed by a decomposition of part of 
the rock which originally constituted 
the orthaulax bed. An analysis, ac- 
cording to Prof. F. W. Clarke, shows 
the following composition:

“This indicates the material to be lit- 
tle different from the yellow sand, 
which, like it, is probably a residual 
product of the disintegration of indi- 
genous lime rock of organic origin 
which has lost most of its lime by solu- 
tion. 

“An examination of some of this marl 
by Mr. Lewis Woolman, the well-known 
student of microscopic organisms, did 
not reveal a single diatom, though 
specimens doubtless occur in certain 
portions of the deposit, as observed by 
Bailey. 

GEORGIA. 

“Mr. W. W. Grant of Atlanta re- 
ported to the Manufacturer’s Record, 
and sent samples to the United States 
Geological Survey of Fullers’ earth 
from Crawford county, Georgia. A visit 
by Dr. Day to that region showed that 
at Rich Hill, six miles from Roberta 


Station, on the Atlanta and Florida 
Railroad, a thick deposit of impure 
Fullers’ earth occurs overlying a 


thicker stratum of kaolin; and again in 
a railroad cut between Roberta and 
Fort Valley, Fullers’ earth, apparently 
a purer quality, occurs in a layer about 
8 feet thick overlying a _ peculiar 
black shale. No analysis or tests have 
been made of this material to indicate 
its availability for oil refining.”

A Circular on the Nitrate Industry, 


The directory of the ‘Asociacion 
Salitrera de Propaganda” have issued 
a circular dealing with the first four 
months of the current year. After re- 
ferring to the fact that the position of 
nitrate had continued to grow worse 
during the period under review, the 
directors report that on Feb. 4 they 
proposed that from April 1 till Dec, 31 
of the current year, the exportation 
should be reduced to three-fourths of 
the quota for the year; while on April 
8 the Permanent Nitrate Committee 
of Iquique submitted to the directory 
a proposal to reduce the exportation to 
less than the maximum of 23,500,000 
quintals agreed upon for the year. At 
the same time there were producers 
who proposed a reduction of 10 per 
cent. on the quantity just mentioned. 
These proposals were submitted to a 
special committee, and they reported: 
1. That the reduction of the exporta- 
tion to a less quantity than 23,500,000 
quintals was not an infringement of 
the agreement. 2. That a favorable 
solution to the proposal to reduce the 
exportation to three-fourths of the 
quota for the year was a matter of ur- 
gency. 3. That no step should be 
taken in the direction of reducing the 
exportation until after the acceptance, 
efficially declared, of the proposal re- 
ferred to in No. 2. 4. That it would be 
advisable to await the result of the 
consumption of April, and perhaps of 
the first fortnight in May, before treat- 
ing of the proposed reduction. 5. To 
declare the maximum exportation in 
the current nitrate year before or 
jointly with the initiation of the nego- 
tiations for the proposed reduction. 
The report was submitted to the di- 
rectory and was unanimously approved 
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by them. Another matter which had 
engaged the attention of the directory 
was a modification of the seventh 
clause of the Nitrate Combination 
Agreement, with the object of avoiding 
the new trials to which the works are 
to be subjected after two years. With 
this object the Directory, on February 
28, submitted at a general meeting the 
following resolutions: (1) “The mem- 
bers empower the directory to offer 
them a reduction of so much per cent. 
from the previous productive power in 
exchange for not making the trial de- 
manded by the seventh clause of the 
agreement. A term shall be appointed 
to arrive at a mutual agreement be- 
tween the producer and the Directory, 
and in case there should be no agree- 
ment within the said term the pro- 
ducer shall be obliged to make the 
trial; (2) to empower the directory to 
grant increase of quotas for increase 
of machinery without trial, after satis- 
factory proof urnished to the directory 
of the increase of machinery; and (3) 
to agree that the increase of quotas 
for machinery when the trial would 
have to commence after the first four 
months of the nitrate year.’ These 
resolutions were passed at the general 
meeting, but at the date of the circu- 
lar under review—May 8—they had 
not been submitted to the producers. 

During the first four months of the 
current year the Providencia, Serena, 
Reducto, and San Fernando works 
made trials for increase of machinery; 
and the following new works made 
their trials: San Jose, Santa Clara and 
Puntilla de Huara. The following 
works had commenced new trials 
founded on section F, of the fifth 
clause of the agreement: La Granja, 
Josefina, Union, San Esteban and 
Aguada. The Paccha works had 
adopted for this year, in lieu of trial, 
the basis of its shipments in the period 
stipulated in the agreement. The fol- 
lowing works were to commence their 
trials shortly: Huascar, as a new 
work, and Jazpampa and San Pedro 
for increase of machinery. On April 
23 the statistics of the production and 
exportation of each work in the year 
1896 were completed. The production 
amounted to 23,832,434 quintals, or 
272,738 quintals less than the quantity 
previously advised. The exportation 
amounted to 24,066,189 quintals, or 29,- 
742 quintals more than previously ad- 
vised. The distribution of the expor- 
tation was as follows:

Consequently, since 96 there 
has been an increase in consumption 
over 1890 of 4,359,627 quintals, or ciose 
upon 200,000 English tons, which has 
been the result of a propaganda cost- 
ing $841,215.91. This outlay has yielded 
for the nitrate industry a greater an- 
nual value of $16,058,064.46, calculating 
the quintal at the low price of 5s. 4d., 
at 17%d. exchange. Of this total there 
corresponds to the Government for 
duties at $1.60 per quintal, a greater 
yearly revenue of $6,975,403.20. 

The European press, says the Cir- 
cular, has begun to renew the alarm 








resulting from the use of nitrate on 
cereals in Belgium in the spring of 
last year. A Dr. Crispo of Antwerp 
had studied the question on the spot, 
and had made a report in refutation 
of the statements made of the in- 
jurious effects of nitrate upon cereals, 
but Dr. B. Sjollema, the chemist of 
the Experimental Agricultural Station 
of Groningen, Holland, had returned to 
the charge, and his statement that the 
injurious effects of nitrate were due to 
perchloride had been widely published 
in Europe. Among the documents an- 
nexed to the Circular is a report from 
M. Dusserre, chief of the Laboratory 
of the Lausanne Agricultural Institute, 
contradicting the statements of Dr. 
Sjollema. Nevertheless, Dr. Gilbert, 
who is well acquainted with the meth- 
ods employed in the preparation of 
nitrate, had recommended the greatest 
possible care in its preparation, and his 
practical recommendaations were em- 
bodied in a circular to producers. At 
the same time the necessary investiga- 
tions were instituted at the Toco 
Works to obtain a perfect knowledge 
of the concentration of perchloride in 
nitrate, in order to furnish producers 
with the best and most practical meth- 
od of avoiding it, either absolutely or 
in normal quantities. These and other 
matters necessitated a considerable 
amount of clerical work, as may be 
gathered from the fact that in the first 
quarter of the current year the assv- 
ciation received 1,018 letters and dis- 
patched 1,506. In the same period, the 
printed matter received figured for 
709, and the dispatched for 10,929. Some 
of the letters covered remittances to 
the Permanent Nitrate Committee of 
London for the expenses of the propa- 
ganda in Europe and in the United 
States. The total amount remitted for 
the year ended March 31 last was 
£11,500. On account of the subvention 
for the year commencing April 1 last 
and ending March 31, 1898, there was 
remitted on May 1 the sum of £150. 
In this sum there is included the sub- 
vention for last year of the Junin 
Railway, amounting to £127 3s. 1d. In 
consequence of a reduction in rates 
since Jan. 1 of the current year, the 
Nitrate Railway Company have cut 
down their yearly subvention of £1,000 
to £500. The reduction, however, has 
been made good, or thereabouts, by 
the other railways, Agua Santa having 
subscribed £250, Angio-Chilian, Toco- 
pilla £100, and Junin, pro rata to its 
traffiic, £127 3s. ld. making in all 
£477 3s. 1d., or within a trifle of the 
amount of the reduction made by the 
nitrate railways. 

The difficulty which threatened the 
existence of the association having 
been overcome, the Directory on March 
30 approved the estimates of the 
Permanent Nitrate Committee of Lon- 
don for the expenses of the propaganda 
during the current nitrate year, as un- 
der:

This total is £1,150 more than the 
estimate of the previous year. The Di- 
rectory, on their own behalf, and on 
behalf of producers, acknowledge, with 
thanks, the receipt of the Government 
subvention, amounting to $37,125, 
which was remitted to London in May. 
It will be interesting to note here the 
sum already expended in the propa- 
ganda.

Kaolin in Vermont. 
BY J. NELSON NEVINS. 


During the past few months the 


Troy and New York Mining Company 


has been developing a property at 
South Wallingford, in Rutland county, 
Vt., for a low grade of manganese ore 
paint stuffs. The work has 
been carried on entirely by means of 
feet in section, which 
slopes gently toward the entrance to 
drain off the water and to facilitate 
running out the cars. The main adit 
is about 1,800 feet long and passes 
through about 500 feet of glacial drift 


and clay, which lie along the base of 


the Green Mountains; then turning to 
the left it cuts diagonally through 150 
feet of silicious limestone tilted at 
about 40 degrees, and in the center of 
which are a few feet of ocher and de- 
composed limestone. Inside of this 
wall of silicious limestone is a mass of 
ochers, which inclose numerous bodies 
of maganese and iron ores. These ore 
bodies are not uniform in character 
but vary from a rich manganese ore 
carrying but little iron (48 per cent. 
Mn and 12 per cent. Fe), through a 
medium grade carrying about 25 and 
30 per cent. each of manganese and 
iron, to a fair quality of limonite car- 
rying 4 per cent. of manganese. The 
ochers also are diverse in character. 
There are immense quantities of two 


shades of yellow ocher that are very 
uniform in color and contain but a 
small amount of grit, chiefly fine 
quarts fragments. There are also 
large deposits of a rich chocolate 
brown ocher, or umber, that lie next 


to the manganese ores and derive their 
color from oxides of that metal. At 
some points a half dozen shades and 
colors of ochers are blended together 
on a square yard of surface. 

This deposit of ochers and ores (the 
ore channel of the mine) is limited on 
the farther side by a white quartz 
wall, the inner surface of which is 
crushed and broken. It is along this 
quartz wall that the kaolin is found. 

The main drift follows along this 
quartz wall for a considerable dis- 
tance, and it cuts the wall at a few 
points. There are seven exposures of 
kaolin along the drift, the largest ex- 
tending for a distance of 38 feet on 
one side of the drift and 28 feet on the 
other side, the drift cutting through 
a solid mass of snow-white kaolin ab- 
solutely free from the slightest trace 
of iron or other stain. At the ends of 
this exposure the white color blends 
rather abruptly into the predominant 
yellow ocher, which seems to indicate 
that the iron stain is gradually con- 
taminating the kaolin through the in- 
fluence of percolating water. Samples 
of kaolin taken at equal distances in 
both directions from the center of this 
exposure contain an equal amount of 
grit, in the form of very fine particles 
of free quartz. The richest parts of 
the kaolin contain about 5 per cent. 
of this grit. Samples from nearer the 
center of the exposure contain a grad- 
ually increasing amount of grit, in- 
creasing both in quantity and in size 
of the particles, and at the center the 


‘fractured quartz ledge is encountered, 


the interstices being filled with kaolin 
of the same fine quality. 

Five of the other exposures of kao- 
lin, which vary from 12 to 25 feet in 
extent, exhibit characteristics identical 
with those of the larger exposure; the 
contact of the kaolin with the ocher 
being generally a gradual mingling of 
the two, the pure white kaolin being 
separated from the yellow ocher by a 
distance of 3 or 4 feet or even less, 
through which the two are blending, 
though at some points a sharp contact 
line separates the two materials. The 
kaolin at the center of each exposure 
contains a greater amount of grit than 
that nearer the extremities, the 
amount of grit decreasing as the dis- 
tance from the quartz wall increases; 
and at no point is the interior of the 
mass of kaolin contaminated by any 
coloring matter. 

The breast of the main drift is 
against the quartz wall, and the kao- 
lin exposed before the quartz is 
reached is the same as at the other 
points, but the mingling of the kaolin 
with the quartz is more pronounced 
here, as the drift runs deeper into the 
quartz wall, and gives a better expos- 
ure. A branch drift was extended 
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from here along the edge of the kaolin 
for a distance of 15 feet, then upward 
and back over the main drift to a 
height of 25 feet, the kaolin being 
traced throughout his distance without 
a break, and the top of the deposit

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That Alaska Petroleum Lake. 


Mr. R. C. Johnston, of Los Gatos, 
Cal., has just returned from Alaska, 
where he discovered a lake of petro- 
leum near Prince William Sound, east 
of Cook Inlet. Last year he went North 
prospecting, and in a small creek near 
the sound he and his partner struck 
gold in paying quantities, but they 
were greatly hampered in working it by 
the abundance of oil in the water. 

Finally. they decided to trace the 
source of the oil, and they found a 
real lake of crude petroleum fed by 
more than fifty springs. Johnston found 
good anthracite coal near at hand. He 
has organized a company and proposes 
in September to begin the develop- 
ment of the find. He says: 


“There is a fortune in it for every- 
body concerned, and the beauty of it is 
there is only a mile and a half of pip- 
ing to lay from our lake of oil to where 
we propose to build ten 20,000-gallon 
tanks for storage purposes, close to 
tidewater, with a fall of seventy feet 
to the mile, obviating the necessity of 
pumping. The lake is 300 by 50 feet in 
size, with tens of thousands of barrels 
of oil in sight. The supply of oil and 
coal is practically inexhaustible, and 
the middle of September will see the 
work of development actively under 
way.” 

Johnston’s discovery is in close prox- 
imity to one of the numerous arms of 
Prince William Sound. It is the com- 
pany’s intention to take out 500 barrels 
of petroleum next month as a starter. 
and by next Spring have a line of tank 
steamers in operation to convey oil to 
Seattle, where the refinery is to be 
built. | iad

There very little change in the 
situation since our last report, and 
prices may be called fairly steady at 
previous quotations. Alkali is a shade 
firmer under limited offerings for for- 
ward delivery. Caustic soda in full 
stock and prices are more or less un- 
settled by free offerings of second-hand 
parcels. Brimstone is higher for ship- 
ment, while nitrate of soda is weak and 
lower in all positions. Chlorate of pot- 
ash is steady under limited offerings 
for arrival by first hands. Salt cake 
in good request and considerable has 
been done for next fire. Acids of all 
descriptions are in better request than 
they have been for several months 
past, though prices generally are not 
quotably higher. In their letter un- 
der date of Liverpool, Aug. 10, 1897, 
Messrs. J. P. Brunner say: 

“There is no special feature to report 
as regards chemicals, the market being 
still quiet, while at the same time 
prices are well maintained. Soda ash 
rather slow of sale, but prices are firm. 
Quotations vary according to export 
market and range for tierces may be 
called about as follows: Leblanc ash, 
48 per cent., £4 5s. to £4 10s. per ton;

The demand here is lim- 
ited at the moment, as about all of the 
large dealers and consumers have suf- 
ficient stocks to carry them over the 
balance of the year. While agents of 
foreign makes are asking 2c. and up- 
ward for high test, there are second 
hands who are selling at 1.85@1.95c., as 
to test and brand.

The rise brought out many 
offers to sell from outsiders, who were 
quicker than the Anglo-Sicilian in 
availing themselves of the favorable 
opportunity. Upon the whole the busi- 
ness transacted was not of great mag- 
nitude, being confined to hand-to- 
mouth requirements, the consuming 
markets remaining perfectly indifferent 
to the purely local movement. At the 
close values give signs of weakness;

The Scottish Mineral Oil Trade. 


In the mineral oil trade in Scotland 
at present the outstanding event is the 
temporary closure by the Clippens Oil 
Company of their shale mines at 
Straiton, in Midlothian. It seems that 
the pipes of the Edinburgh and District 
Water Trustees are laid across part of 
the company’s shale field, and an ac- 
tion was brought in the Court of Ses- 
sion, as a result of which the Water 
Trustees were granted interim inter- 
dict against the Clippens Company ex- 
cavating the shale nearer the pipes 
than a certain distance. The line of 
delimitation having been reached the 
mining was stopped, throwing about 
seven hundred men out of work, until 
the court decides on the appeal 
whether or not the interim interdict 
shall be made permanent. It is hoped 
that some arrangement may be come 
to soon for the resumption of the min- 
ing operations, otherwise the whole of 
the company’s works will be at a stand- 
still in the course of a few weeks. So 
far as the present state of the Scot- 
tish mineral oil trade is concerned, 
there has not been much doing during 
the month of July, owing to the holi- 
days. It is expected that the prices for 
the coming season will be fixed in the 
course of a week or two. In the mean 
time values remain unchanged at 614d. 
per gallon for No. 1 oil, and 8%d. for 
erystal oil. The prices for lubricating 
oil remain unaltered at £5 to £7 per 
ton, according to gravity and quality. 
Gas oils have been well sold for deliv- 
ery during the winter at the former 
quotations. There is nothing to report 
about wax, scale and candles beyond 
the fact that there ts a fair amount of

Phtalic Acid, 


The Roessler & Hasslacher Chemical 
Company imported, prior to Aug. 28, 
1894, phtalic acid, distilled. Duty was 
assessed at 20 per cent., paragraph 19, 
act of 1890, but free entry was claimed 
under paragraph 473, as an acid used 
for chemical or manufacturing pur- 
poses. The Board of United States 
General Appraisers, in an opinion by 
Appraiser Lunt, decides that it is 
phtalic anhydride, a coal tar prepara-~- 
tion, not a color or dye. It is not an 
acid, but is produced from phtalic acid 
by distillation. It is known as phtalic 
anhydride, and sometimes as 
acid anhydrous. It is not known in 


commercially distinguished from

phtalic acid, which is known in trade 
and commerce as an acid. The pro- 
tests are overruled, and the decisions 
of the Collector affirmed. 





Betrachlorphtalic Anhydride.
